it became known late yesterday that 
the counsel for the defense In the trial 
of Harry K. Thaw had decided, after 
a conference, to announce when court 
opens this morning that the defense 
rested Us case. This decision on the 
part of Thaw’s lawyers camo as a com¬ 
plete surprise to District Attorney 
Jerome, and It Is considered probable 
that ho will ask for adjournment after 
a brief session to-day In order that 
he may have further time to lay his 
plans for subsequent action In the case. 

Out of his own pocket, George W. 
Perkins has refunded to the New York 
Life the $50,000 campaign contribution 
made to the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee In the 1906 campaign. Perkins 
paid the money for the company, at the 
request of President McCall, and aft- 
envnrd wa« paid from the company 
funds. This use of the corporation’s 
money was criticised in the Insurance 
Investig ations. __

Announcement of the restitution of 
the principal of $48,500 and interest to 
date was made to-day by President 
Alexander E. Orr, of the New York 
Life, to whom Mr. Perkins yesterday, 
before leaving on a trip to the South, 
addressed a letter Inclosing the check. 
President Orr also gave out the letter. 

In It Mr. Perkins declares that In 
dismissing the criminal proceedings 
against him the court Intimated that 
the campaign contribution was not for 
a proper corporate purpose. He again 
asserts that he w’as acting upon a re¬ 
quest of the then president of the New 
York Life when he advanced the money 
for the campaign contribution In 1904. 
and says that when the then president 
of the company reimbursed him there 
was no thought on the part of either 
of any personal advantage, but a belief 
that they were "acting for the best and 
broadest Interests of the policyholders 
both at home and abroad." 

The letter is as follows: 

"In 1904 at the request of the then 
■president of the company I advanced 
$48,500 as a payment on behalf of the 
New' York Life Insurance Company to 
the Republican National Campaign 
Committee. I did this with the under¬ 
standing with the president that I 
should be reimbursed by the company. 
Subsequently I was so reimbursed. The 
payment was made without any thought 
on the part of the president or myself 
of personal advantage, but solely in the 
belief that It was for the best and 
broadest Interests of the policyholders 
both at home and abroad. 

"In dismissing the orimlnal proceed¬ 
ings Instituted against me for accept¬ 
ing rel|nbursement. the courts have 
intlmatijd that the payment, and there¬ 
fore the) reimbursement, w*aa not for a 
proper corporate purpose. I therefore 
return to the company the amount of 
money paid by It to me, Inclosing here¬ 
with my check for $54,019.19 to cover 
principal and Interest."

TEMPORARY STATION 


FOR RECEPTION OF IMMIGRANTS 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Old Depot Utilized Until Building 
Authorized By Congress Is 
Erected. 


New Orleans, March 7.—New Or¬ 
leans’ first immigration station was 
formally opened to-day, an old South¬ 
ern Pacific depot having been equipped 
for this purpose. The station contains 
quarters for sixty men and thirty wom¬ 
en. It will be used until the $75,000 
station authorized by Congress can be 
built.

GOVERNMENT DROPS CASE. 

Penalty Suits Against Mill OwneT* 
Dismissed. 

Greensboro. N. C.. March 7.—The 
penalty suits against E. A. Smith and 
Sumner B. Sargent, the Charlotte mill- 
men. who were sued for $71,000 in pen¬ 
alties on account of alleged violations 
of the Immigration aert, ended rather 
suddenly and unexpectedly to-day. 
Upon motion of counsel for the Gov¬ 
ernment. the Jury was Instructed to 
bring In a verdict in favor of the, de¬ 
fendants. The other civil case was 
nonsuited and the case for conspiracy 
was nolle prossed. The defendants 
were charged with importing seventy- 
one cotton mill hands. 

It was alleged in the complaints that 
the cot con mill owners employed an 
ugertt to go to England to hire laborers 
for the mills, and that In pursuance of 
this agreement he by promises, con¬ 
tracts and agreements secured the con¬ 
sent of the aliens to come to America, 
prepaying their way and giving them 
"show" money. The defendants claim¬ 
ed the agent exceeded his authority, 
and that as there was not skilled labor 
of a like kind unemployed in this coun¬ 
try they were not amenable to the law. 

IMMIGRANTS LEGALLY IN, 

Opinion of Bonaparte In South Car¬ 
olina Case. 

Washington, March 7.—A statement 
was Issued by the Department of Just¬ 
ice to-day concerning an opinion sub¬ 
mitted to President Roosevelt by At¬ 
torney General Bonaparte as to wheth¬ 
er certain immigrants who were landed 
In South Carolina last fall are legally 
In this country. The opinion, in effect. 
Is that the Immigrants were entitled to 
admission to the United States and 
that they are In this country legally. 
This opinion agrees wUh that rendered 
on the same case by Solicitor Earle, of 
the Department of Commerce and La¬ 
bor. 

The Attorney General holds further, 
however, that under the provisions of 


Washington, March 7.—Archie Roose 
velt, the President’s third son. who 
has been suffering from diphtheria 
since last Friday, had a turn for the 
worse to-day. and to-night, though he 
had rallied somewhat.* his condition is 
serious. Dr. Alexander Lambert, of 
New York. In response to a telegram 
from President Roosevelt, arrived in 
Washington to-night at 9 o’clock and 
has taken charge of the case. Drs 
Rlxey, Kennedy and BraJsted were 
holding a consultation when Dr. Lam¬ 
bert arrived at the White House. Just 
previous to his coming further anti 
toxin was injected Into the patient. 

Drs. Braisted and Pryor left the 
White House at 9:35 o’clock. They 
stated that If Archie’s vitality holds 
out through the night there Is an even 
chance for his recovery. At 10:20 Dr. 
Rlxey issued the following bulletin: 

"Archie has materially Improved 
since noon, when considerable anxiety 
was felt on account of the weak heart 
action. To-night at 10:20 the case Is 
more favorable, with normal tempera¬ 
ture and heart action well" 

The first change for the worse was 
noted late Wednesday night and three 
Physicians spent the night at the 
"White House and were joined early this 
morning by Dr. Rlxey. After a con¬ 
sultation the President decided to sum¬ 
mon Dr. Lambert, who had returned 
to New York Sunday night. The 
change In Archie's condition was re¬ 
ported at 2:30 in the afternoon when 
Secretary Loeb gave out this bulletin: 

"Archie has had a severe attack of 
diphtheria. He has done well until to¬ 
day when there was a short spell of 
depression with weak heart action 
This, however, has, quickly responded 
to stimulation. The case Is again do¬ 
ing well and Is considered favorably.

SUED BY THOUSAND 

EFFORT TO RECOVER MONEY 
PAID TO THEM

EQUAL DISTRIBUTION WANTED. 

Lexington. Ky.. March 7— [Special.]. 
—James C. Rogers, receiver for the 
American Reserve Bond Company, filed 
a petition to-day against 3.250 resi¬ 
dents of Kentucky who were formerly 
bondholders of tfl>e Southern Mutual 
Investment Company, which was ab¬ 
sorbed by the American Reserve Bond 
Company. 

The petition alleges that a large 
number of the 40,000 coupon holders of 
the Southern Mutual Investment Com¬ 
pany were paid various sums of money 
under the Impression that the assets 
of the company were sufficient to war¬ 
rant the payments. The receiver, how¬ 
ever, claims that these payments were 
mode through mistake, and seeks to 
recover the money and make l»t a part 
of the assets of his receivership, to be 
distributed equitably to all the credit¬ 
ors of the company. 

FURNITURE BURNED, 
FAMILY DIES OF COLD 


Scheme of Co-operation His 
Chief Interest. 


HARMONIOUS RELATIONSHIP 


New York, March 7.—"I am ready 
to make the advancement of a scheme 
of co-operation between the Govern¬ 
ment and the railways my chief Inter¬ 
est," said E. H. Harriman, president 
of the Union Pacific railroad, on re¬ 
turning to-day from Washington. "Wo 
men at the head of great corporations 
are coming to a better understanding 
of what the Government expects of 
us," he continued. "We are getting the 
point of view of the Administration.” 

Mr. Harriman declined to talk about 
the report that he had obtained control 
of the Reading railroad. Speaking of 
agitation against corporate wealth, he 

s'id: 

“They—wo—all of us, ought to have 
considered the possible effects of this 
agitation before It was begun, or before 
conditions that mode Its growth pos 
Bible were allowed to continue. If we 
had all met on common ground and co¬ 
operated for our mutual benefit, nobody 
would be worrying over the situation ns 
It Is to-day. 

• • • 

Made a Mistake. 


"We all made a mistake In this, 
realize the mistake. I am of the opin¬ 
ion that the Administration at Wash¬ 
ington Is beginning to realize that It 
has been a little too radical In its attl 
tude toward the railroads. Henceforth 
I look to see its opposition take on 
more of the spirit of co-operation, 
believe the railways can expect to re¬ 
ceive more even-handed Justice. We 
feel that we are now, all of us—the 
public, the Government and the rail¬ 
ways—on a common ground, where we 
can deal with each other in the right 
spirit. 

"I am more than willing to give my 
support to such a process of enlighten¬ 
ment. I’m ready to make the advance¬ 
ment of such a scheme of co-operation 
my chief interest. Surely Jhere could 
be few conditions that would be of 
more wide public benefit than to elim¬ 
inate hostile friction. 

'Railroad managers have, I am will¬ 
ing to admit. In the past neglected to 
build up a strong harmonious relation 
ship between themselves and the Gov¬ 
ernment and the public. This matter 
had been left to subordinate officers, 
and the result has been that such rela¬ 
tions have been completely neglected. 
Now we must take the matter In our 
own hands In order to bring about a 
better understanding and co-operation. 

’Our policy In the past has been r 
mistaken one, but It cannot be said 
that we have neglected our service to 
the public. When one considers what 
the railroads have done to develop this 
nation, we cannot believe that the rail¬ 
roads have been anything but beneficial 
to the nation. The marvelous develop¬ 
ment of the country has been due to a 
very large degree to the enterprise of 
Its railroads.

Railroads' Expenditures. 


WOMAN AND FOUR CHILDREN 
FOUND DEAD BY HUSBAND 
ON RETURN. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis., March 7.—Ac¬ 
cording to a letter received here to¬ 
day from Ole Overby, a fbrmer resident 
of this county, his wife and four chil¬ 
dren were frozen to death at their 
home in Ward county, N. D.. during 
the recent cold spell. Overby writes 
that he had been away from home tor 
several weeks, and that upon his return 
he found h*ls entire family dead. Their 
home was fifteen ml lee from the near¬ 
est neighbor. The family ran out of 
fuel and the woman had burned all of 
the furniture and every thing else 
available before finally succumbing to 
the cold. 


'Since the time wo took hold of the 
system of railroads of which I am the 
head, the sum of $250,000,000 has been 
expended in rebuilding the roads. This 
has all been done since 1900. As an¬ 
other Instance of what the rallroadB 
are doing to add to the general pros 
perlty of the nation, Til tell you that 
the roads of which I am the head pur 
chase about 1,000.000 tons of steel rails 
yearly, and during that period we pur¬ 
chased about 4,000,000 ties. 

"All this adds to the welfare of the 
nation and the development work which 
the railroads have done has, In some 
cases, as now shown, resulted in the 
building up of so large a traffic that 
they are unable to handle It. 

'Combination really benefits the pub¬ 
lic. The public may think otherwise, 
but It will learn the real truth in time. 
That time will come socmer if combi¬ 
nations are legalized. I believe in con¬ 
trol and regulation, as I declared be¬ 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. but I think within the limit of 
such control corporations ought to be 
allowed to combine as they find it 
necessary or beneficial." 

Mr. Harriman said that the railroads 
had frequently been at fault in the 
past by their failure to live up to 
traffic agreements. In this way there 
had come a lack of confidence among 
railroad men and the public naturally 
grew to lose confidence In the acts of 
the railroad men. 

Restrictive legislation, Mr. Harri¬ 
man thought, must tend to reduce divi¬ 
dends unless met In some other way. 
The fact is plain, he said, that there 
is a lack of confidence by capital. He 
cited the price paid by the New York. 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company for Its recent loans In France. 
• • • 

The Money Outlook. 

As to the money outlook. Mr. Har¬ 
riman said that the present tension Is 
bound to react on Industrial co-opera¬ 
tion. "1 know in a general way of an 
all-round movement to reduce supplies. 
That’s common sense," he said. "As for 
our own roads, we are making our 


business more compact and trying to 
conduct traffic at less cost. We may 
have to come to higher freight rates." 

Mr. Harriman then took up the Chi¬ 
cago and Alton reorganization. He 
said that In considering the conditions 
which existed at that time the road 
had not been overcapitalized. 

"Do you expect to go to Washington 
to see the President again soon?” he 
was asked. 

"The President knows where I am," 
he returned. "If he wants to see mo I 
am ready to go." 


HEPBURN ON HARRIMAN. 

He Believes Railroad Legislation 
Should Have Been More Drastic. 

Washington, March 7.—[Special.]— 
Col. "Pete” Hepburn, who as chairman 
of the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce, prepared much 
of the Railroad Rate Bill that went 
through Congress, has some views 
about E. H. Harriman Col. Hepburn 
was a presidential caller to-day. and 
when asked about Harriman, he said: 

”1 believe that Harriman Is the liv¬ 
ing justification of all the railroad leg¬ 
islation that we have enacted, and all 
that we have attempted to enact, and 
that by his own admissions we should 
have passed laws much more drastic 
than we did pass. If I understand the 
testimony of Mr. Harriman and his 
associates. It Is possible, under our 
present financial system, for one man 
to Increase the indebtedness of a rail¬ 
road corporation by $92,000,000 without 
adding to it one cent's worth of visible 
property. If It is not high time that 
such a condition of affairs should be 
ended. It seems to me that no evil un¬ 
der the sun should be corrected.” 

“Mr. Harriman announced that he 
was sightseeing." remarked one of Col, 
Hepburn’s friends. 

"Well, perhaps he was,” admitted 
Col. Hepburn, "but I think the public 
saw the greatest sights this trip."

BABY COUSIN HAMMERS CAP 


Lexington, Ky., March 7.—[Special.] 
■A letter received by Leander Bowl¬ 
ing, of this city, from his former home 
at Crawford. Laurel county, tells of a 
peculiar accident in Laurel, by which 
Leander Bailey, a boy ten years old, 
was killed by his cousin, Sidney Bailey, 
who Is but eight years old. Several 
days ago the father of Leander Bailey, 
while working in a field, plowed up 
an old pistol, of the cap and ball pat¬ 
tern, such as was used during Che war. 
and which evidently had been burled 
for many years. The wooden handle 
of the weapon hod rotted off. the bar¬ 
rel was covered with rust, and on the 
nipple where the charge is Ignited, 
embedded In the rust and dirt, were 
the remnants of a brass percussion cap. 

The pistol was picked up and car¬ 
ried to the Bailey home, where after 
a brief examination it was thrown Into 
the yard as worthless. A few hours 
later the two boys, while playing In the 
yard, were a/ttracted by the old weapon. 
While they were bending over looking 
at It the younger child began hammer¬ 
ing it with a stone. When the dilapi¬ 
dated firearm was suddenly discharged, 
the bullet entering the abdomen of Le- 
ander Bailey, taking an upward course 
and killing him instantly. The fam¬ 
ilies of both boys are prostrated wKh 
grief. _ _

The country 
needs your valuable sendees and looks 
more to you than any other member 
of the Senate for our country’s salva¬ 
tion. Please don’t resign. We all love 

you for your great ability."

The resignation of Senator Spooner 
In the middle of his term is not the 
only case of the kind In the recent his 
tory of the Senate. In 1891 George F. 
Edmonds, who like Mr. Spooner was 
the acknowledged constitutional au 
thority on the Republican side of the 
chamber, resigned curtly and without 
volunteering so elaborate an explana¬ 
tion as that vouchsafed by the Wiscon¬ 
sin statesman. 

It Is known that one of the principal 
reasons for Mr. Edmonds quitting the 
Senate so abruptly was his firm belief 
that the membership of that great body 
had deteriorated and he felt that hecould

Bad Roads Cause Resignation. 

The oddest resignation of a Senator 
on record Is that of a North Carolina 
statesman named Craig, dead many 
years. He was elected to the Senate 
by his Legislature without a struggle 
several years before the Civil War. 
His home was In the mountains, far re¬ 
moved from railroad connection. In an 
old-fashioned sulky, popular in the tar 
heel State In those days, he started 
from his home to the nearest railroad 
station to come to Washington. The 
roads were bad and his vehicle be¬ 
came mired in the mud. After he had 
been away from the comforts of his 
home a day; he turned around, went 
ba^k home and sent his resignation to 
the Governor, declaring that the roads 
were Impassable and he would not 
travel over them at that time of year 
for the senatorshlp. His resignation 
was accepted. 

• • • 

Roosevelt Renominated. 

President Roosevelt was nominated 
for a third term this morning by Sen¬ 
ator Depew, of New York. The Sen¬ 
ator had Just called upon the Execu¬ 
tive. and he made the nominating 
speech within two minutes of the time 
he left the President’s office. Repre¬ 
sentative Champ Clark, of Missouri, 
who preceded the Senator Into the 
President’s office by ten minutes, also 
named the President to succeed him¬ 
self, but attached a strong string to 
the nomination. 

"There Is no crystallization upon any 
other man than Roosevelt," said Sena¬ 
tor Depew; "he Is the strongest man In 
the country." 

"He may take the nomination," 
said Representative Clark, "but I’ll 
be sorry to see him do so, for 
no man will ever be elected Presi¬ 
dent for the third time until this Re¬ 
public is on Its last legs, and that time 
is a long w'ay off." 

The New York Senator said that he 
had seen only two other instances 
where political thought entered upon 
one man as It does upon the President 
now, a whole year In advance of the 
convention. These Instances w'ere when 
Grant and McKinley were nominated. 
All other campaigns had meant a good, 
hard fight, with several candidates in 
the field. 

• • • 

No Ono Else In Eight. 

"But now there Is no one else in 
sight," said Senator Depew\ "If it w'ere 
known that the President would accept 
another nomination, he would be nom¬ 
inated by acclamation. 

"I believe that the President was 
honest in his statement the night of the 
election in 1904 that he would not ac¬ 
cept another presidential nomination." 
said Representative Clark, "and I do 
not believe that he could be persuaded 
in the ordinary acceptance of the word 
persuasion to accept another nomina¬ 
tion. but I do believe that if he can 


be convinced that unless he 1b nomi¬ 
nated some reactionary will be nomi¬ 
nated then he will accept."

DIPLOMATS FEAR FIVE COUN¬ 
TRIES WILL GET IN WAR. 


MEXICO AND UNITED STATES 
USING KIND OFFICES. 


NEGOTIATE AT WASHINGTON. 


Washington. March 7.—Mexico and 
the United States are using their kind¬ 
ly offices In an attempt to effect a set¬ 
tlement of the trouble which threatens 
to Involve all five of the Central Amer¬ 
ican republics In war. Mr. Creel, Mex¬ 
ican Ambassador, had a long confer¬ 
ence wilth Secretary Root to-day. and 
Mr. Corea, the Nicaraguan Minister, 
and Mr. Calve, the Costa Rican Minis¬ 
ter. also called at the State Depart¬ 
ment. The impression is still general 
In diplomatic circles that Salvador, 
Guatemala and Costa Rica are about lo 
throw' their support to Honduras in an 
attempt to crush Nicaragua and 
humble President Zelaya. It is stated 
positively that there is no thought of 
Intervention on the part of the United 
States, and Mexico l 8 believed to be un¬ 
willing to intervene. Although strong 
efforts are being made for an arbitra¬ 
tion of the grievances which threaten 
to result so disastrously, the opinion 
prevails In Washington that the five 
republics will all become Involved in 
actual war. 


REBELS TAKE MANY TOWNS. 


Reverses To Honduran Army Aug¬ 
ment Opposition Forces. 

Managua, Nicaragua, March 7.—It is 
reported here that Honduran revolu¬ 
tionists have taken possession of the 
towns of Morolica, San Antonio de Lo* 
Flores. San Lucias. Gulnope. Yuscaron, 
Danll and El Paraiso. Many volunteers 
are Joining the revolutionists as a re¬ 
sult of the reverses to the Honduran 
army under President Bonilla. Presi¬ 
dent Bonilla hurriedly abandoned Te¬ 
gucigalpa and went to Choluteoa, w'here 
his only army Is concentrated. The 
Honduran troops are reported to be de¬ 
serting.

THIS STORY DIFFERENT. 

Makes Bonilla Victor At Head 
Enthusiastic Men. 

San Salvador, March 7.—The repre¬ 
sentative here of the Associated Press 
has received a message from Gen. Man- 
uel Bonllla.President of Honduras, from 
Choluteoa, a strongly-fortified town, 
sixty-eight miles south of Tegucigalpa, 
as follows: 

One of the Honduran scouting parties 
attacked the enemy Wednesday at 
Namaslqua in Honduras, c1ob<* to the 
Nicaraguan frontier, and not far from 
the Pacific ocean. The enemy was in 
considerable strength. The Honduran 
troops occupied three advance positions 
and compelled the enemy to abandon the 
town. The enemy won then repulsed 
from the heights, suffering heavy lo«**s 
and proving an easy target for our artil¬ 
lery 

The enemy is now disbanding by the 
hundred. We suceeded in capturing a 
number of rifles and a quantity of am¬ 
munition. The battle lasted five hours. 
The Honduran army Is most enthusiastic 
and all men are eager for the order to 
advance.

Springs Surprise On District 
Attorney Jerome. 


Decision Reached At Confer¬ 
ence of Attorneys. 


Probable That To-day's Ses¬ 
sion Will Be Brief. 


THAW GIVES OUT A LETTER. 


New York. March 7.—There was an¬ 
other quick turn of the cards in the 
trial of Horry K. Thaw' late to-day, 
when the defense announced that It 
had concluded to rest Us case. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock when Dolphin 
M. Dolmas, chief of the Thaw oounsel, 
called District Attorney Jerome on the 
telephone and made the announcement. 

The District Attorney was perhaps 
the most surprised man in New York, 
for it had been understood that when 
Justice Fitzgerald resumed the bench 
Friday morning at 10:30 the Thaw at¬ 
torney* w’ould call one or two alienists. 

Court will assemble to-morrow as 
planned, but what will be done is a 
question much discussed to-night. Mr. 
Delmas will make the simple an¬ 
nouncement: "The defense rests." 

It will then be the duty of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney to take up the rebuttal, 
but It was generally rumored to-night 
that after a brief session adjournment 
will be asked and granted until Mon¬ 
day, that Mr. Jerome may mature his 
plans. 

• • • 

Attorneys In Conference. 

The sudden decision of the defense 
came after conference of Thaw’s law- 
years in Mr. Delmas’ office late this 
afternoon. 

It is understood that Lawyers Daniel 
O’Reilly and Gleason were with Mr. 
Delmas during the discussion as to 
the best course to pursue. When an 
agreement was reached Mr. Delmas Im¬ 
mediately notified the District Attor¬ 
ney, 

Henry Cla<y McPIke, associated with 
Mr. Delmas. later called at Mr. Je¬ 
rome’s office, and, it Is believed, hand¬ 
ed the District Attorney a letter. He 
refused to discuss the situation. 

It Is known that Mr. Detmas Is busily 
at work on a hypothetical question 
which will be propounded to the ex¬ 
perts for the State. Mr. Jerome’s move 
In the morning In aw'alted with interest. 
There are numerous witnesses that 
could be called In rebuttal, including 
alienists for the State, who have been 
in court every day since the trial 
opened, studying Thaw. Hotvard Nes- 
blt, a brother of Mrs. Harry K. Thaw; 
May Mackenzie and others havq been 
on call daily and may be summoned In 
the morning. The general supposition 
Is. however, that adjournment will be 
taken.

Well-Known Woman Passes Away 
After Short Illness of 
the Grip.

Mrs. Susan T. Allen, one of the be*t- 
known residents of Lexington, died to¬ 
night at 9:10 at her residence on Sec¬ 
ond street. In thlB city, from an attack 
of grip, from which she had suffered 
for several days. 

Mrs. Allen was seventy-nine years 
old and was the w'ldow of Dr. Albert 
S. Allen, who for many years had prob¬ 
ably the largest medical practice In 
Lexington. They had no children, and 
since his death, about twelve years ago, 
Mrs. Allen has spent much of her time 
at the home of W. J. Loughrldge, to 
whom she had borne as close relations 
as If he had been her own son.

8everal of Thaw’s attorneys visited 
him in the Tombs to-day, and he w*as * 
notified of this decision and concurred.

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FEUD TRIALS 


Already Inflicted On Ten 
Counties In State. 


CHANGES OF VENUE IN BREATH 
ITT CASES COMMON. 


MANY PLACES SEE ONE OR MORE 
ACTS IN DRAMA. 


LIMELIGHT ON ELLIOTT NOW. 


Lexington, Ky., March 7 .—[Special.]— 
Since the assassination of James B.- 
Marcum In the courthouse doer at 
Jackson, May 4, 1903, ten counties of 
the State have been Inflicted with trials 
of the feudists growing out of the mur¬ 
ders of Marcum, Cockrlll and Dr. Cox. 
and now that Judge Carnes has a'lectaj 
Elliott county as the scene c-f the base 
of operations fer the trials of the Har¬ 
rises and Abner and Smith for the 
murder of Dr. Cox. the eleventh coun. 
ty will come into the limelight. 

Immediately following the asjasslna 
tlon of James B. Marcum a special 
grand Jury In Breathitt county Indicted 
Curt Jett and Tom White and they 
were tried there with a Jury secured 
from Magoffin county, which trial re¬ 
sulted In a hung Jury, one man holding 
out for acquittal against eleven fer the 
tt^verest penalty of the law. The oases 
were then transferred to Harrison 
county, where both men were convicted 
and sentenced to a life term In the 
penitentiary. Following that trial a 
grand Jury of Harrison county Indicted 
Ed Callahan for subornation of perjury 
and his case was transferred to Mont¬ 
gomery county for trial. 

• • • 

Damage Suita In Clark. 


The next scene of operations was In 
tlark county, where Mrs. Abrella Mar¬ 
cum, widow of the murdered man, filed 
suit for $100,000 damages against the 
Hargises, Callahan and French fer pro. 
curing the death of her husband. Then 
came the indictment and trial of Will, 
iani Britton In Fayette county for the 
murder of Jim Cockrlll. closely followed 
by the Indictment by a special grand 
Jury of Jim, Alex, and Elbert Hargis 
and Ed Callahan also for the Cockrlll 
murder. This was followed by Indict¬ 
ments against the Hargises. Callahan. 
French, Abner and Smith In Breathitt 
county for the assassination of Mar¬ 
cum, which cases were all transferred 
to Lee county on a change of venue 
from Breathitt county by Special Judge 
Dorsey, and on the trial of French, 
Abner and Smith It was necessary to 
secure a Jury from Powell county. 

Closely following the Indictments of 
the men for the assassination of Mar¬ 
cum they were Indicted.' for the assas¬ 
sination of Dr. B. D. Cox, which cases 
were yesterday transferred to Elliott 
county by Special Judge Carnes. 

• • • 

Many Witnesses Indicted. 


Since the Indictments of the Hargises 
nnd Callahan for the Cockrlll and Mar¬ 
cum murders several of the prose¬ 
cuting witnesses have been Indicted In 
Breathitt county for various offenses 
alleged to have been committed during 
the past sixteen years. Among these 
were Sam Jett. Mose Feitner and B. J. 
Ewan, whose cases wore sent to Efetlll 
and Wolfe counties on a change of 
venue, and they were later .acquitted by 
a Jury of those counties. 

As the canes now stand. Curt Jett 
and Tom White were convicted for the 
a asaasl nation of James B. Marcum tuid 
Jett was aLso convicted for the murder 
of Jim Cockrlll. Bill Britton was also 
convicted for the Cockrlll killing and 
was only recently granted a new trial 
by the Court of Appeals. Jim Hargis 
was tried In Fayette county for his 
alleged part In the Cockrlll aFsisslna- 
tlon. and the trial resulted In a hung 
Jury, and he and his two brothers. Alex 
and Elbert Hargis, and Ed Callahan 
are yet to be tried for that crime In 
Fayette. Jim Hargis and Ed Callahan 
were tried arv\ acquitted In Lee county 
for the murder of Marcum, while the 
trial of French. Abner and Smith re¬ 
sulted in a hung Jury and another trial 
has been set by Judge Dorsey for 
April 8. 

• • • 

Cox Trial Pending. 


Jim and Elbert Hargis. John Abner 
and John Smith are yet to be tried 
for the murder of Dr. Cox. while In the 
trial of the Mnbcum-Hargls damage 
suit at Winchester the Jury returned a 
verdict In favor of Mrs. Marcum against 
Jim Hargis and Ed Callahan for $8,000. 
This case was appealed by the defend¬ 
ants and Is still before the Court of 
Appeal*, while the attorneys for Mrs. 
(Marcum also appealed against the de¬ 
cision of the Jury regarding Alex Har¬ 
gis and Fult French In an effort to 
again get them before the trial court. 

During all of the trials growing out 
of the feud cases Attorney A. Floyd 
Byrd has been engaged and, with his 
law partner. B. R. Jouett. will remain 
until the last case has been disposed of. 
Every effort has been made by the de¬ 
fendants In the trials to get Byrd to 
withdraw, and he has been offered thou¬ 
sands of dollars to stop the prosecu¬ 
tions. and on one occasion was offered 
the Democratic nomination for Con¬ 
gress in the Tenth district without op¬ 
position If he would sever his connec¬ 
tion from the cases. To all of these 
entreaties Attorney Byrd has turned 
a deaf eai^ and says he would be a 
menace to society If he refused to do his 
duty In face of the facts he h is In his 
possession regarding the assassinations.

DEATH VALLEY’S LURE. 


MYSTERIOUS FASCINATION EN¬ 
THRALLS TRAVELERS. 


Indian Trails Thread Perils of Sun- 
Scorched Plains. 


[Rhyolite Hirakl.J 

While gold seems to be the underlying 
cause of the great Interest taken In 
Death Valley, yet a mysterious fascina¬ 
tion takes possession of all who once 
brave Its dangers. Numberless legends 
have been handed down from genera¬ 
tion to generation of strange happen¬ 
ings almost beyond human explanation, 
yet at the bottom of all runs the streak 
of gold for which men dally sell their 
lives and oftentimes their very souls. 

Old Indian trails and signs point the 
way from spring to spring, telling 
whether the water is good or bad, the 
distance from one to the other, the 
passable and impassable canyons, the 
location of old Indian villages, cgc. In 
order to read the signs correctTy one 
must be familiar with theirj ways and 
customs, and even then It has become 
difficult on account of the changes that 
ure constantly taking place through 
natural and human agencies. 

The trails ure of different periods, 
some being much later than others. At 
Intervals beside the trails are monu¬ 
ments of stone, with a pointed rock 
showing the direction to take. Two 
rocks pointing In opposite directions In¬ 
dicate that It Is impassable. The loca¬ 
tion of metal stones Is also significant. 
A metal stone Is a flat rock, hollowed 
In the center, used for grinding acorns 
for flou^ and will be tound not more 
than a half day's travel from water. 
Many springs known to the Indians are 
not down on the maps. 

Endeavoring to find a pass through 
the mountains on a recent trip, a parly 
followed a course which passed three 
springs and old breastworks which In¬ 
dians had used to hide behind when 
lying in wait for mountain sheep. One 
of the first gold excitements was back 
In the fifties, when Breyfogle found fine 
free gold, but was unable to return to 
the exact spot. He was afterward hit 
with a stone hurled by an Indian, which 
is supposed to have Injured his brain. 
Beatty had expressed the opinion that 
the Breyfogle find was between Willow 
Springs and the Original Bullfrog. 
"Charlie" Nylan thinks It Is between 
Keane Springs. Willow Springs and 
Death Valley, while one of Breyfogle’s 
party described Hole-ln-Rock. The 
windbreaks, supposed to have been used 
by Breyfogle, are located about eight¬ 
een miles couth of Rhyolite. Another 
legend Is of an Indian who went to 
Cerro Gordo with a rock full of free 
gold, which he sold for $8. The white 
men tried to get him to tell where he 
found It, but the Indian was wise and 
kept Its location to himself. He was 
accidentally killed a short time after 
while hunting sheep, and the secret 
died with him. Some think this find 
was the same af Breyfogle's. 

The valley Itself Is about all that It 
has boon painted. At times a man or 
beast would mire out of sight, and at 
other times the shifting sands would 
almost bury him alive. Yet men live 
there year after year without feeling 
that they are incurring any unusual 
amount of danger. They know where 
they may and may not go. and how to 
prepare for emergencies. 


TELLS OF TRIP ABROAD. BRIDAL PARTY 


The Rev. H. M. Edmurs Went To 
Paris Exposition, Taking Passage 
In Cattle Boat On Wager. 


“A Cattle Boat Trip to Europe" was 
the subject of a lecture delivered by the 
Rev. H M. Edmuns, a student of the 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary, at 
the Third Presbyterian church. Six¬ 
teenth and Chestnut streets. Last night 
ot 8 o'clock. Mr. Edmuns made the 
trip on a wasrer of a new hat that he 
could not make a trip to the Paris Ex¬ 
position for $150. He told how he and 
his pessimistic friend, "Outlaw." start¬ 
ed from Bristol.

They accepted, and 
that night when they found they were 
to sleep on hay In bunks with men of 
all nationalities, they regretted their 
act very much 

The next day. by ripping the steward, 
they received better accommodations, 
but no amount of tipping would relieve 
them of having to feed and water a 
hundred head of cattle at 4:30 o'clock 
every morning. After many humorous 
and exciting incidents Dr. Edmuns 
said he and "Outlaw" arrived In Paris, 
very tired and homestek. They viewed 
the beauties of Paris and the exposition 
and after a pleasant return trip land¬ 
ed In New York, where he found that 
he had made the trip for $143.50. Dr. 
Edmuns also found on reaching his 


HURT AT TER RA COTTA. 

While Waiting to Shower Bice on 
Bride Young Girl Is Fatally 
Injured.

FULT FRENCH TELLS HIS STORY 

OF FAMOUS FEUD WITH EVERSOLES 


Leader of One Faction In Bloody Ten-Years’ War Talks 
of Troublous Days—Denies Helping To 
Kill Marcum. 


Lexington. Ky., March 7.—[Special.] 
—B. Fulton French, the greatest expo¬ 
nent of feudal warfare ever known In 
the mountains of Eastern Kentucky. | 
says Divine Providence is responsible 
for his being alive at the present time, 
and says that no man ever lived w’ho 
has gone through os many hair-breadth 
escapes as were experienced by him 
during the reign of the French-Ever- 
sole feud In Perry county. 

French feelingly alludes to that as 
"my feud" and says that w’hlle he was 
not responsible for the starting of the 
warfare he bravely went to the front 
when It was forced ui>on him and acted 
as the general of his forces until the 
State Government stepped In with a 
regiment of soldiers and brought the 
feud to an end. It w’as while attending 
the recent proceedings In Jackson, the 
first of tF# week, that French unbos¬ 
omed himself to the Courier-Journal 
correspondent and told of the many 
battles engaged In between the two fac¬ 
tions on the streets of Hazard during 
the ten years the /cud r.iged. 

He said it began In the summer of 
1886 and continued until 1896. when he 
and several of his men were arrested 
by the soldiers and indicted for the 
murder of old man Josl&h Combs and 
several others w r ho had met untimely 
deaths from ambush. It was the as¬ 
sassination of old man Combs, who was 
formerly Circuit Judge of the district, 
that caused the populace to rise up 
In their might and demand a cessation 
of hostilities. 

At that time French was living In 
Winchester, to which point he had 
moved after It became certain that he 
would be killed If ho continued to re¬ 
side In Perry county. 

• • • 

How Feud Started. 


French sympathizers. French said he 
Immediately began to strengthen his 
forces and made several trips to Louis¬ 
ville for the purpose of laying In a sup¬ 
ply of Winchesters and ammunition. 
These guns were shipped, he said, to 
London, the county seat of Lturel 
county, from which point they were 
carried Into Hazard on horseback. 
French said he was unable to give the 
exact number of men killed on either 
side during the feud, but declared that 
the dead on the Eversole side outnum¬ 
bered that of the French faction two to 
one. 

• • • 

One Man Hanged. 

French's chief lieutenants during the 
feud were Jesse Fields, who later met 
death at the hands of Mose Feitner; 
"Bad Bill" Smith, his brother "Bad 
Tom" Smith, who later was hanged In 
Jackson, and who made a confession 
on the gallows regarding the part he 
had prayed In the feud, and several 
others of lesser light, all of whom met 
death in violent form. French said 
that no man engaged In his feud want¬ 
ed to die with his boots on, and that 
w hen a house w r here they would be In 
hiding would be surrounded by the 
enemy and It was seen that a battle 
would be fought, all of those within 
would shed their footgear and take 
their places at the various windows 
and doors and prepare for the engage¬ 
ment, happy In the belief that If they 
were the victims of a murderous bund 
they would meet their Maker In their 
bare feet. He said that this axiom 
held good at all times, and on many oc¬ 
casions he and his men would engage 
In running fights through the streets 
in their bare or sock feet. 

• • • 

Hargis Gives Aid. 


When the French-Eversolo feud first 
started French was County Attorney 
of Perry* county, arid he said it was 
duo to this fact that he was able to 
marshal so many good fighters on his 
side. His power, he paid, was supreme 
In the county and men were willing 
and anxious to Join his forces because 
of the influence he could use in get¬ 
ting them out of trouble. 

At that time Joe Eversole, the leader 
of the Eversole faction, was an attor¬ 
neys at the Hazard bar. and a bitter ri¬ 
val of French In politics, the latter be¬ 
ing a Republican, while Eversole was 
a Democrat.

On the other hand, however Eversole 
eavo heed to the tales Smith would 
bring to him regarding French's atti¬ 
tude and began a n/iet campaign for 
men and arms, and before French 
knew whut was going on and within a 
short space of time the Eversole fac¬ 
tion had begun the slaughter of the 


French says that while be was the 
real head and front of the French fac¬ 
tion In that memorable feud, ho Is a 
victim of circumstances In the Hargls- 
Cockrill feud. He said that during his 
troubles In Perry* county and after his 
case had been transferred to Breathitt 
county on a change of venue on the 
charge of having Josiah Combs killed, 
Jim Hargis came to his aid and as¬ 
sisted in his defense, and since then he 
has befriended the Hargises on numer¬ 
ous occasions. He says It w’as due to 
this friendship that he was drawn Into 
the Marcum assasslnation, although he 
had nothing to do with any* alleged 
plots to assassinate the attorney*. 

In his now famous confession re¬ 
garding the alleged plots to kill Mar¬ 
cum. Cockrlll and Dr. Cox by the Har¬ 
gises and Callahan, Mose Feitner said 
French was called to Jackson by Jim 
Hargis after several attempts to kill 
Marcum had been nipped in the bud, 
and asked by Hargis to lay a plot by 
which Marcum could be killed. While 
admitting that he was In Jackson at 
the various times described by Feitner, 
French says It w\u» not for the pur¬ 
pose of aiding Hargis and Callahan In 
their destruction of Jim Marcum. He 
says, however, that he believes that 
kind Providence will prevail In his trial 
for that murder, the samo as It did 
during all of his other troubles and that 
he will ultimately be freed of the 
charge. This statement was made by 
French in face of the fact that on his 
former trial at Beattyville last sum¬ 
mer eight of the Jury W’ere for sen¬ 
tencing him to death together with 
John Abner and John Smith, while ten 
of the Jury were In favor of hanging 
French and acquitting the other two 
alleged accomplices.

SCHMITZ PLEADS. 


San Francisco Mayor Says 
He Is Not Guilty. 


SUCCESS WITH PROSECUTION IN 
DAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT FAILS TO 
APPREHEND RUEF. 


HENEY IS NOT ALARMED. 


Son Francisco, March 7.—Mayor 
Eugene Schmitz appeared before Su¬ 
perior Judge Dunne to-day and pleaded 
not guilty to four Indictments charging 
him with extortion. By agreement of 
counsel next Monday w*as designated as 
the time when a date for his trial will 
be set. 

Success w*as with the prosecution at 
almost every turn In to-day's develop¬ 
ments In the Ruef extortion case. The 
most notable Instance was In the Dis¬ 
trict Court of Appeals, where Justices 
Cooper, Hall and Kerrigan denied 
Ruef's application for a writ of pro¬ 
hibition to restrain Judge Dunne from 
any of the proceedings against Ruef In 
tho Superior Court, pending the de¬ 
termination of the accused man's ap¬ 
peal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a permanent writ of 
error, the effect of which. If granted, 
would be to summarily postpone the 
entire prosecution. 

While the attorneys for Ruef, who Is 
still In hiding, supposedly In or near 
San Francisco, were hopefully await¬ 
ing the decision of the appeal court. 
Judge Dunne proceeded with the two 
cases of perjury and conspiracy against 
Ruef and Chief of Police Dlnan. He 
was obdurate to the endeavors of At¬ 
torney Shortridge to win delay for 
Ruef. Motions to strike the case from 
the files and to set aside the indict¬ 
ments were denied; and to escape the 
imminent necessity of pleading at once 
Ruef's counsel entered a demurrer 
which had been previously prepared to 
meet this emergency should It arise. 
Arguments on this were set for to-mor¬ 
row morning. 

Coroner Walsh, delegated In Sheriff 
O'Neill's stead to apprehend Ruef after 
the court had declared the Sheriff In¬ 
competent, reported his failure, and 
was given until to-morrow morning to 
make good. Falling then. Judge Dunne 
will probably appoint an elisor to bring 
the fugitive Into court. 

Tho District Court of Appeals handed 
down no written appeal in refusing 
Ruefs application for a writ of pro¬ 
hibition. but after the denial had been 
returned Justices Cooper, Hall and 
Kerrigan made the following statement 
to the Associated Press: 

"W© have denied the application be¬ 
cause tho writ of error did not lie In 
Judge Hibbard’s court and because 
there was no ground for debate." 

Assistant District Attorney Heney, 
Interpreting this statement, said to¬ 
day: 

"We are not greatly exorcised about 
the disappearance of Ruef; he Is not 
far away. And if the Coroner does 
not bring him Into court at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow* morning I shall request the 
court to appoint an elisor—not Mr 
Burns, but some citizen who Is not a 
partisan, and yet a man who will do 
his duty. We shall get Ruef Into 
court." _ 

CASTLE REJUVENATED. 


WALDORF ASTOR RESTORES 
HOME OF ANNE BOLEYN. 


Extraordinary Precautions of Ameri¬ 
can to Preserve Mediaeval 
Appearance. 


["Iiondon Leader ] 

Mr. Waldorf Astor has been setting 
the clock back with a vengeance at He- 
ver Castle, the historic old seat near 
Edenbridge. In Kent, which he acquired 
a few years back. When ho bought It 
the place was a dilapidated survival 
of Its ancient Tudor glories. The tow¬ 
ers and w alls were crumbling under the 
destructive embrace of the Ivy; the 
moat had degenerated to a ditch, and 
the drawbridge, tho keep and the other 
mediaeval adjuncts w’ere disused and 
mouldy emcumbrances. In such a scene 
of decay it saddened rather than Im¬ 
pressed one to remember that the place 
was once the home ot Anne Boleyn, 
and must often have received the visits 
of her royal lover, Henry VIII. 

• • • 

Task of Reconstruction. 


But Mr. Astor is an American by 
birth, and his Interest In things me¬ 
diaeval Is nothing If not practical. The 
Idea seized him that what Hever Cas¬ 
tle had been once it might be made 
again There was still sufficient of the 
original structure left to conjure up 
an alluring picture before the Imagi¬ 
nation of its beauties In the days of 
bluff King Hal. whose portrait adorns 
the swing sign of the Inn in Hever 
village, and tho reconstruction of this 
picture Mr. Astor set himself to ac¬ 
complish. 

That was some three years ago. In 
the interval between live and six hun¬ 
dred workmen have been constantly 
employed, and a Morning Leader rep¬ 
resentative who visited the scene yes¬ 
terday found the restoration nearly 
complete. The Ivy has been stripped 
from the walls, the moat has been re- 
dug. a new drawbridge provided, a 
lake constructed and a large number of 
new buildings erected in pious Imita¬ 
tion of the picturesque architecture of 
the period. 

• • • 

Strangers Warned Off. 

In his anxiety to be mediaeval or 
nothing. Mr. Astor, who is at present 
In Italy, has taken extraordinary pre¬ 
cautions to prevent visitors from pro¬ 
faning his Tudor boundaries with their 
modem presence. Even along the pub¬ 
lic roads that skirt the castle grounds 
high wooden palings are being erected, 
so that people who are guilty of liv¬ 
ing In the Twentieth century shall not 
enjoy so much as a peep Into the good 
old times they have left so far behind 
them. 

The Leader representative, who was 
peremptorily turned away from the en¬ 
trance* gates, was grateful for the pro¬ 
hibition It added so considerably to 
the realistic feudal character of the 
restoration. He almost regretted that 
the polite policeman (who really ought 
to have been clad In chain mail and 
mounted on a charger) did not call him 
a saucy varlet and cast him Into the 
lowest dungeon.

Some of the Outer Works. 


However, the Leader outcast was able 
to view some of the outer works. He 
saw that the grounds had been, and 
were still being, planted thickly with 
groen young saplings. He saw the men 
excavating the moat, and observed thnt 
the deep water now nearly rings the 
castle buildings. 

He entered the ancient courtyard. 
an<1 paw how the gables of the build¬ 
ings forming the inner square, with 
tiMlr leaded panes and oak-beam 
frames, had been dexterously restored 
and retouched, so that the place was 
liko a sanctuary of old English history. 
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This is a fac simile of a card that is being distributed by the Board of Safety, and is in accord with a new 
ordinance recently pasted sy the City Council.

The Hargis Coup. 

The port which Judge “Bill” Carnes 
has played in the Hargis affair is only 
another flagrantly discreditable chap¬ 
ter among the other discreditable chap¬ 
ters which make the history of the 
Hargis gang In Its relations to tho 
courts ever since the beginning of an 
active effort to bring to Justice the 
murderers of Cox and Marcum. * 

Carnes' qualifications far the bench 
when ho was appointed a special Judge 
by the Governor seem to have consist- 
el in his willingness to do chores for 
the Governor in the latter’s political 
campaigns, and as the Governor has a 
consistent record of giving his appoint¬ 
ments to men whom he can count on 
still to do his chores his discovery of 
judicial timber In Carnes is not wholly 
Inexplicable. 

At any rate, Judge Carnes, by his 
course In the Hargis case, which he 
was appointed especially to try, has 
done everything to Indicate that his 
conception of his duty was to prove his 
respect for tho alliance which has long 
been known to exist between the am¬ 
bitious politician who sits In the Gov¬ 
ernor's choir and the useful politician 
who booses tho Tenth district. 

At every' step Carnes appears to have 
realized, In his primitive, callow way, 
what Is expected of a special Judge in ! 
this special case. Indeed, In his prim!- 
tlveness and callowness he far over¬ 
shot the mark. His rulings, when the 
case was called last winter, were so 
palpably, aggressively, uniformly and 
determinedly In favor of Hargis that he 
was not only called down by the Court 
of Appeals, but he drew upon himself 
the scrutiny of the whole State and 
aroused among the partisans of the 
prosecution such indignation that he 
would not go back to Jackson without 
a bodyguard of troops. 

Thus protected ho reascended the 
bench with his programme In his pock¬ 
et. And It was In carrying through this 
programme that the Hargis crowd 
•cored their great coup. Hargis, though 
ordinarily turning his back on the 
pres 8, was free In Informing the press 
that he would not agree to a change 
of venue; that he preferred to be 
tried among “his own people;” 
his attorneys refused every sug¬ 
gestion of a change mado by the 
prosecution; and when Judge Carnes. 
In ostensible response to the demand 
throughout the State that the case 
should not be tried in Breathitt, an¬ 
nounced that It should be tried In El¬ 
liott, a county In which Hargis is 
stronger in some respects than he is in 
Breathitt, the defendant's attorneys 
gave the trick away by hotly resisting 
the attempt of the prosecution to have 
the trial take place even In Breathitt 
rather than In Elliott. 

It was shrewdly played up to that 
point, but at that point it was clumsily 


Hargis and the Press. 

SpeckU Jud^v Carnes explains, with 
charming candor, that he selected El¬ 
liott county as the scene of the Hargis 
trial because It Is remote from railroads 
and in a section of Kentucky where 
newspapers are leaot read. Judge Har¬ 
gis is, quite naturally, delighted with 
the decision. He ha* * good cause to 
dislike the press and to wish to have 
his trial held os far as may be from 
railroads, telegraphs and newspapers. 
The press has bothered him. In fact, 
but for the press he would never have 
been disturbed and would to-day be 
In the saddle In Breathitt as securely 
as ho was when James B. Marcum was 
murdered In tho courthouse door, one 
line May morning four years ago, by 
hired assassins. 

The press of the outside world was 
never welcomo at Jackson during the 
incumbency of Judge Hargis and Sheriff 
Callahan. Newspaper correspondents 
were somoU/mes met at the railroad 
station by entirely disinterested persons 
and advised that it would be safer for 
them to return to Lexington. When the 
murder of a prominent Jackson lawyer, 
following close upon other assassina¬ 
tion* equally atrocious, was executed In 
a manner that Indicated clearly the 
contempt In which the law was held 
In Jackson It was the press that cham¬ 
pioned the cause of the widow and the 
five orphans of the murdered man and 
farced the authorities to take action. 

Newspaper men had been warned out 
of Jackson after the assassination of 
Oockrill, who was shot down by a mur¬ 
der squad posted In the courthouse 
across the way from the Hargis store, 
hnd again after the murder of Dr. Cox, 
who was slaughtered at the rear of the 
Hargis store and who “bellowed llko 
a bull” as he fell, according to the tes¬ 
timony of a confessed assassin, who 
quotes Judge Hargis as having used 
the words. After the Marcum murder 
the correspondents were again warned 
that /these affairs were strictly private 
and that what happened in Jackson 
was non© of the business of the news¬ 
papers. The story of that murder was 
told to the world by the press, notwith¬ 
standing the efforts of the powers in 
Breathitt to suppress it Such a wave 
of horror and Indignation swept over 
the State that the demands of the 
press for an investigation that would 
call a halt upon | the murder Industry 
In Jackson resulted in a special grand 
Jury being Impaneled to investigate 
conditions, under military protection. 
The press incurred the further dis¬ 
pleasure of Judge Hargis by reporting 
the facts as they developed, by telling 
how‘Juries were seleoted In Breathitt, 
how grand Juries were bullied, how eye¬ 
witnesses of assassinations were driven 
Into exile, and how the fear of being 
shot In the back by protected assassins 
struck men dumb when they witnessed 
daylight murder almost, if not quite, 
under the eye of the county officers. 

When Judge Hargis announced that 
he would have nothing to do with the 
defense of Jett and White It was the 
press that made public the fact, admit¬ 
ted after It was proven, that the Har¬ 
gis coffers furnished means for hiring 
a high-priced lawyer from Cincinnati 
to defend the profligate nephew* with 
whom the virtuous Judge was not on 
speaking terms. 

Before the trial was called It was tho 
press—more particularly the Courier- 
Journal through a correspondent sent 
to Jackson—«w r ho discovered In B. J. 
Ewen tho witness whose testimony, 
afterward substantiated by the confes¬ 
sion of Curtis Jett, was the major part 
of the evidence upon which Jett and 
White were convicted at Cynthlana 
after the press had exploited the details 
of a farcical trial at Jackson and cre¬ 
ated public sentiment that forbade a 
transfer of the case to another moun- 
i lain county. 

I To the press that turned the search- 
( light upon darkest Breathitt and point¬ 
ed the way to reform. Judge Hargis 
and Edward Callahan owe their pollt- 
! leal downfall. Again, It was the press 
—more especially the Courier-Journal— 
that defeated the bills—almost passed 
at one time—by which Judge Hargis 
proposed to gerrymander his county 
out of a Judicial district In which hi* 
power to nominate and elect candi¬ 
dates for the bench had been broken by 
the press. 

The press is a potent Influence for 
civilization and the enforcement of 
law. Thomas Jefferson said, “better a 
country governed by the press without 
laws than a country governed by laws 
without a press.” No small part of the 
duty of era Heating anarchy in Breath¬ 
itt county has devolved upon the press 
for reasons too obvious to merit eluci¬ 
dation, and In the end the power of pub¬ 
licity will prevail. 

Special Judge Carnes, who, in the 
calmness of his Judgment and out of 
an unbiased mind, selected Elliott 
county, In the heart of the mountain 
wilderness, as “the nearest county in 
which a fair trial may bo held,” ren-, 
d rod a decision as satisfactory to Ju ge 
Hargis a* if it had been made by a 
Judge under hla hypnotic influence. 
Judge Hargis earnestly desires to re¬ 
treat as far into the woods as possible 
before making his flght for freedom. 
The further from the pres* the better. 

It was the preys that directed atten¬ 
tion to the appointment of Judge 
Carnes to preside over the most impor¬ 
tant criminal case In recent history of 
Kentucky. The press now directs at¬ 
tention to the fact that Special Judge 
Came* did not measure up to the re¬ 
quirements of his office and failed si*r- 


A Good Thing. 

Am eng those who spoke against the 
late, much-lamented Ship-Subsidy BUI 
was Mr. William W. Wilson, a Repub¬ 
lican Representativo from Chicago. He 
said the largest line to be subsidized on 
the Atlantic coast was that from New 
York to Buenos Ayres, 6,000 miles, to 
which $800,000 per annum was to be 
given. Ho had mode a calculation to 
see if the amount given was adequate. 

| Mr. Wilson said he took as a guide 
1 the Murro Castle, a steamer of 6.000 
tons, which was eligible to enter the 
j trade. He had figures slewing the 
amounts paid to the crew, the coal con*' 
sumed and the various other expenses 
which the steamer would Incur in mak¬ 
ing a voyage. He found that the exact 
expense of making one trip w’ouid be 
$17,699.30 and the vessel would receive 
a subsidy of $30,770 a trip, showing a 
profit on each trip of $13,070.70. If It 
mode fortnightly trip* it would make In 
one year $339,838.20 clear profit, or for 
the ten years the subsidy was to last 
$3,398,382. 

Now all this was on the theory that 
the vessel got nothing but the subsidy. 
That la, that It received nothing what¬ 
ever for carrying freight or passengers. 
The subsidy was so graded that it 
would give the owner of one veese! 
more than three millions of dollars 
profit If he rendered no service what¬ 
ever. Is it any wonder that the men 
who are to be thus favored are willing 
to buy Senators and Representatives at 
high prices? 


Some Beveridge Mistakes. 

In his address to the Indiana Asso¬ 
ciation, in New York, Senator Bev¬ 
eridge undertook to reply to the recent 
speech which Congressman McCall, of 
Massachusetts, made In the same city 
last month before the Republican Club. 
Mr. Beveridge says the speech was on 
“the dangers of nationality,” but there 
Is a copy of the speech before us. and It 
professes to be “On the Im¬ 
portance of Preserving Constitutional 
Balance Between the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the States.” Taking the two 
titles together, we may fairly Infer that 
Mr. Beveridge means by “nationality” 
a destruction of the constitutional bal¬ 
ance, and this, In fact, is what he Is 
contending for. 

Mr. Beveridge Is a fluent speaker. He 
has a great flow of words, and lan¬ 
guage exercises over him a control that 
Is tyrannical. The words that come 
In torrents from his lips doubtless 
sound well to him, and are music In 
tho ears of his admirers; they 
often embody ideas, but are Inaccurate 
If not ridiculous. The fact Is. the his¬ 
tory of the world and the nature of our 
institutions cannot be learned by hunt¬ 
ing out euphonious words In a diction¬ 
ary. There are other qualifications 
needed for one who aspires to be a 
leader of men. 

How language runs away with the 
wit of Senator Beveridge may be illus¬ 
trated by a matter of no real Import¬ 
ance In the discussion, though it shows 
how little attention Mr. Beveridge bes¬ 
tows on the accuracy of what he as¬ 
serts. He says that “Shays, of Massa¬ 
chusetts, the first rebel against nation¬ 
ality in our history, acted all that Mc¬ 
Call said.” Now this Is simply a 
ludicrous blunder. Shays was not a 
rebel against nationality at all, but 
against the State of Massachusetts, He 
was not prominent at the beginning of 
the rebellion, so he was not the first, 
but he came afterward to be the com¬ 
mander. Hla activity was In 1786 and 
1787, before the Federal Constitution 
w'as framed, and consequently before 
there was any *'nationality” In the 
sense that the word is now used. Under 
the Constitution there were those who 
maintained that the Constitution made 
us a nation, though there were many 
who denied it. Senator Beveridge's 
real contention is that we must be¬ 
come a nation by disregarding or over¬ 
ruling the Constitution. But Daniel 
Shays and his associates were against 
the government of the State of Massa¬ 
chusetts. They wanted the capital re- 
moved from Boston, desired lower 
taxes, paper money and other State re- 
| forms which they had a right to seek. 

1 but which they sought In an illegal 
and treasonable w ay. To parade Shays 
as the first rebel against nationality 
Is simply ludicrous. 

“As the States, acting separately, 
i could not end slavery In 1861, bo the 
States acting separately cannot end 
the piracies of capital In 1907,” said 
Mr. Beveridge. Now the States, act¬ 
ing separately, w ere not trying to put an 
^nd to slavery In 1861, If we may be¬ 
lieve what they said. Mr. Lincoln had 
! Just been elected on a platform which 
disclaimed any Intention to Interfere 
with slavery in the States. Most of the 
States that had not seceded were busy 
saying that there was no intention of 
Interfering with slavery where It ex¬ 
isted. and that the w’nr was waged ex- 
I clusively for the preservation of the 
j Union. But when slavery was abol¬ 
ished by tho Thirteenth Amendment, in 
1865, It was done by the States feting 
separately In ratifying that amendment. 
They did not do It in 1861. because they 
did not try, but they did It four years 
later, and they did It by separate ac¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Beveridge speaks of “the piracies 
of capital." It is not a felicitous phrase, 
for capital Is a good thing and we 
should have a bad time doing without 
it. That certain capitalists have made 
themselves virtual pirates Is true, and 
It Is true that their Illegal acts should 
be restrained. But these piracies have 
grown up under and In conse¬ 
quence of the excessive powers 
conferred by the Central Gov- 
ernmeni. The Federal Government 
has fostered the pirates of protection, 
of subsidy, of land-grubbing and of 
numerous other abuses. They contin¬ 
ually come in contact with unwelcome 
restraint from the States and they are 


Inciting the ruling powers to destroy 
the States that they may have no rivals 
In the government of the people. If 
Mr. Beveridge does not know this he 
should stop talking long enough to de¬ 
vote a few drys to study. 

Mr. Beveridge waxes eloquent, or at 
least fluent. In telling tvhat the nation 
has done to stop abuses after the States 
had failed. There are In this enumera¬ 
tion lotteries, adulterated food. Irriga¬ 
tion and other subjects. Now, on ac¬ 
count of the control of the Federal 
Government ovor Interstate commerce, 
it was necessary to have its aid In 
matters of this sort, but the States co¬ 
operated In all of them, and It Is ad¬ 
mitted that they must continue to co¬ 
operate. The States, for example, sup¬ 
pressed lotteries, but the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment did something to protect the 
people of a State from lotteries estab¬ 
lished elsewhere. But all these efforts 
were done under the Constitution, and 
not In spite of 1L 

Mr. McCall In his address, alluded to 
“the Imagined perfection of what would 
have happened under national au¬ 
spices.” He showed that In the District 
of Columbia the Federal Government 
had every species of control, and that 
W'e ought to have there, according to 
the theory of such men as Beveridge, a 
model code. Instead of this, he said, 
the corporation laws of the District 
were much Inferior to those of the ad¬ 
vanced States of the Union. 

In the matter of Insurance, for In¬ 
stance, he said there Is operating In the 
District a company which appropriates 
to It treasury and for expenses 90 per 
cent, of all the premiums collected. It Is 
no wonder that scoundrels who operate 
companies for their own benefit look 
longingly to the District and would like 
to have State control entirely broken 
down. 

We have mentioned only a few of 
Mr. Beveridge's mistakes. The speech 
Is full of them. 

The Douma. 

At the opening of the Douma Mr. 
Golovin, the chairman-elect, said that 
the principles of popular representation, 
once called to life, can never die. He 
voiced the sentiment of his supporter*, 
no doubt, but It is not yet apparent 
that they are to control tho future of 
Russia. 

The decree of the Csar In October, 
1905, contained the following: 

“Wo therefore direct our Government 
to carry out our inflexible will in the fol¬ 
lowing manner: • 

“First—To extend to the population the 
Immutable foundations of civic liberty, 
based on the real Inviolability of person, 
freedom of conscience, speech, union and 
association. 

“Second—Without suspending the al¬ 
ready-ordered elections to the State 
Douma, to invite to participation in the 
Douma, so far as the limited time before 
the convocation of the Douma will permit, 
those classes of tho population now com¬ 
pletely deprived of electoral rights, leav¬ 
ing the ultimate development of the prin¬ 
ciple of electoral rights In general to 
the newly-established legislative order of 
things. 

“Third—To establish a» an unchangeable 
rule that no law shall be enforceable 
without the approbation of the Stato 
Douma, and that it shall be possible for 
tho elected of the people to exercise real 
participation In the aupervteon of tho le¬ 
gality of the act* of tho authorities ap¬ 
pointed by us.” 

Adherence to these principle* char¬ 
acterize the group In tho Douma known 
as the Octobertsta If the Czar had 
adhered to the decree of October the 
history of Russia for the post year 
would have been very different. But 
the first Douma waa sent home when 
It became troublesome, and nobody 
knows what the present body will be 
allowed to da The principle of popular 
representation will live, but It remains 
to be seen whether It will be soon 
made effectual. Tho outlook la not en¬ 
couraging.

The Court or-Journal reprints this 
morning a dispatch from Jackson by a 
staff correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer which throws further light 
upon the proceedings there as seen by 
a disinterested newspaper man from a 
neighbor State.

Capital will not seek 
Investment In sections whore human 
life l* held cheaply, where property 
rights are not secure, and where poli¬ 
tics makes ducks and drakes of the 
law. Gov. Beckham In discovering Judge 
Comes and Judge Carnes in .discover¬ 
ing Sandy Hook have not discharged 
tholr duties In a manner calculated to 
create any Increased respect for the 
law In Kentucky, to advance the 
material Interests of the State, or to 
secure a fair trial of a murder case.

FIRST ARTICLE. 

Over 15 per cent, of the entire popu¬ 
lation of the United State* Is foreign- 
born and 23 per cent, more of our cit¬ 
izens are tho children of forelgn-bom 
parent a Among the voters at the last 
general election there wore over 6,000.000 
naturalized Americans, and 1.500,000 
more aliens were awaiting the due pro¬ 
cess of law which would give them the 
same privileges at an early date. New 
York now has half as many German* 
as there are In Berlin, twice as many 
Irishmen as Dublin, almost as many 
Jews as there are in Warsaw, and half 
a* many Italians as there are in Rome. 
Chicago has more Germans than Dres¬ 
den, and half as many Scandinavians 
as Stockholm. A fourth of the popula¬ 
tion of Minnesota is Scandinavian. 

• • • 

The Swedes are said to become 
Americanized quicker than the people 
of any other race. The first members 
of this nationality who came here set¬ 
tled in Delaware and Pennsylvania, 
but their great center Is now In the 
Northwest. Between the early fifties 
and the late nineties over a million of 
them come to this country. They 
brought with them their national 
characteristics of honesty, truthful¬ 
ness, industry and frugality, and they 
have been a potent factor In the agri¬ 
cultural and Industrial development of 
the nation. They are not politician*, 
and It Is a rare thing to hear of one 
of them being elected to office. , Notable 
Instance* to the contrary, however, are 
John E. Johnson, Governor of Minne¬ 
sota^ who was bom of Swedish parents, 
and John Lind, former Governor of 
that State, who was bom in Sweden. 

In the law they have Alex Chytraus, 
Judgo of the Superior Court of Chicago, 
and Harry Olson, State Attorney of 
Illinois. In art they have Olaf Oraf- 
strom, landscape painter, and Henry 
Reuterdahl, the famous marine sketch¬ 
es Axel Olson and Carl Nllson are two 
of their best-known sculptors. The 
American Swedes print moro magazines 
and periodicals in their adopted tongue 
than do any other people of foreign 
birth or descent They have over 800 
trained singers at their festival, which 

is held every four years. 

• • • 

J. A Ockerson, Unltod States Com¬ 
missioner for Mississippi River Im¬ 
provements, Is a Swede, as are A. E. 
Johnson, general manager of the 
Scandinavian-American line, and John 
Ericson, city treasurer of Chicago. The 
name Ericson has won distinction In 
Swodish-America already, for the fa¬ 
mous CapL John Ericson. of “Monitor” 
fame, belonged to that race. They can 
also claim CoL Robert Anderson, who 
held Fort Sumter at the breaking out 
of the Civil War. Admiral D&hlgren, 
and tho late Secretary Thomas F. 
Bayard, of Delaware. They have al¬ 
ways been very patriotic, and the rec¬ 
ords of the police court* and Jails rarely 
have a Swedish name on their pages. 
The total number of Swedes, both for¬ 
elgn-bom and children of foreign par¬ 
entage, now In the United States is 
nearly 2,000,000. 

• • • 

While the Swedes have come to Amer¬ 
ica In greater number a the Danes and 
the Norwegians ho-ve had quite an im¬ 
portant part In the making up of our 
composite national type. The Danes 
were In Manhattan a* early a* the 
Dutch, and It is an Interesting fact that 
the burial-ground about Trinity chqrch, 
overlooking Wail street, was first dedi¬ 
cated os “God’s acre” In 1704, whan the 
Dane* built a little church there which 
wo* presided over by a minister from 
Denmark. The first Lutheran minister 
to hold a service in America wa« Mas¬ 
ter Aarhus, who accompanied the ill- 
fated expedition to Hudson Bay, in 1619, 
and met his death amid the snow* of 
hi* first winter in what he called “Nova 
Dan la.” The considerable Danish set¬ 
tlements In the United State* to-day 
are In Idaho and Utah. Many of them 
are Interspersed with other Scandina¬ 
vians throughout the great Northwest. 
Jacob Rlis, Journalist, author and edu¬ 
cator, Is perhaps the most eminent 
American who is a native of Denmark. 

The early connection of 4he Nor¬ 
wegian* with America goes back to the 
time of Leif Erlkson and Erik the Red. 
It was the latter who discovered the 
ice-bound land of Greenland. In after 
years when pressed for a reason for 
giving this cold, barren country such a 
misleading name, he wild It was because 
he hoped such a nice name might at¬ 
tract settlers. Erik may safely be call¬ 
ed the first progenitor of the common 
species now known as the real estate 
boomer, and his naming of Greenland 
the first attempt at a real estate boom 
on this hemisphere. 

• • « 

One of the bravest sailors in the 
continental navy In our war for inde¬ 
pendence wo* Thomas Johnson, a Nor¬ 
wegian. He helped John Paul Jones 
lash the Bon Homme Richard to the 
Serapls, and was the last survivor of 
that memorable battle. He died in Phil¬ 
adelphia In 1851 at the age of ninety- 
three, proud with his last breath of 
the memory that he had been person¬ 
ally thanked by George Washington 
for his bravery. Knute Nelson, one of 
the United States Senators from Min¬ 
nesota, was bom In Norway, and Is a 
representative of the hardy race which 
adapts itself to conditions in this coun¬ 
try with so little friction. Whin Nor¬ 
way regained her separate establish¬ 
ment a* on Independent kingdom, 
there were 400.000 citizens of the United 
States who paid sentimental allegiance 
to Haakon VII., the new ruler over the 
country which gave them birth. 

• • • 

The Welsh are not so numerous as 
other northern European \ races in 
America, but they have contributed 
much to tho history of the country. 
Their Industry, morality, religious na¬ 
ture. and general deportment have al¬ 
ways made them desirable citizens. 
They settled In Philadelphia In the 
earliest Colonial time*, and another col¬ 


ony In the Marlborough district of 
South Carolina sent an entire company 
under Marlon to the Revolutionary 
War. Among tho signer* of the Declar¬ 
ation of Independence who trace back 
Immediately or remotely to Welsh an¬ 
cestry, were Thomas Jefferson, Stephen 
Hopkins, William Williams, William 
Floyd, Francis Lewis, Button Gwynett, 
]>ewis Morris and Robert Morris. Our 
Presidents of Welsh ancestry wrere 
John Adam*. Thomas Jefferson, James 
Madison, Janies Monroe, John Quincy 
Adams, William Henry Harrison, 
James A. Garfield, and Benjamin Har¬ 
rison. 

• • • 

One family of Welsh origin, which 
has become partially famous In the his¬ 
tory of American education, letters, 
*nd statecraft is that of Jonathan 
Edwards, who was the eon of parents 
bom In Wales. Ho was known a* the 
foremost philosophical writer o^ his 
day. He was the third president of 
the University of New Jersey, now 
known k* Princeton, and of hla de- 
scendanks fourteen have been presi¬ 
dents of colleges. His grandson. Aaron 
Burr, was vice president of the United 
States, and tho central figure In the 
moat dramatic incident of the early 
days of the republic. Winston Chur¬ 
chill, the American author. Is another 
of Jonathan Edwards' descendants, as 
Is also Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, Three 
presidents of Yale were In a direct line 
from the head of this family, and 
Nicholas Murray Butler, of Columbia 
University, is another of them who 
ranks among the leading educators of 
the nation. 

• • • 

Chief Justice* Marshall and Thney 
had Welsh ancestors, and Lewis, of the 
famous Lewi* and Clarke Expedition, 
came of good Welsh stock. Capt. Jones, 
commander the Mayflower, was a 
proud member of this race. The Welsh 
also claim Anthony Morris, first Mayor 
of Philadelphia, and Thomas Lloyd, 
first Governor of Pennsylvania. They 
are not so clannish a people as other 
imported American*, though they have 
many societies for benevolent and his¬ 
torical work, the oldest of these being 
the Welsh Society, of Philadelphia, 
whtah was founded in 1800. The Welsh 
have a legendary claim of early set¬ 
tlement of America, dating back as far 
as 1170, when one Madawg ap Owaln 
Gwynedd crossed the ocean with ten 
ships. The authenticity of the claim Is 
shaken, however, by the fact that 
nothing was ever heard of the ad¬ 
venturer and his colony after they left 
tho shores of Wales. 

• • • 

Prior to 1868 the Slavs were com¬ 
paratively unknown as embryo Ameri¬ 
can citizens, but large numbers of Aus¬ 
trians, Russians, Poles, Czechs, Bohe¬ 
mians and Moravians are now' flocking 
\o this country. They come through 
Ellis Island with blank faces and anl< 
mai-llke docility, but moke the best 
unskilled laborers of all foreigners 
when they are finally corailed In New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Dela- 
| ware, Maryland, Ohio and West Vir¬ 
ginia, which States are now getting 60 
per cent of the entire movement of 
Slav Immigration. Eighty-five per oefit, 
of all the male* are totally unskilled, 
but as 95 per cent of all comer* range 
between tho ages of fifteen and forty 
five they are most desirable for work 
in Iron and coal mines. 

• • • 

A* a class they soem to have little 
ambition or mental activity, and are 
most content when working at heavy 
menial toil, though some of them who 
have gone farther w’est and taken up 
prairie lands In the Dakotas have 
turned out to be excellent farmers. 
While the Slavs from the Hungarian 
mountain* are generally eager to save 
enough to return home, the Poles, 
though often Illiterate and with only 
moderate ambition, have several pros¬ 
perous settlements. One of the largest 
j of these is in Buffalo, where the peo- 
‘ pie have proved so sturdy and*dependa¬ 
ble that their mortgages are always 
considered good Investments. 

• • • 

Of the Levantine countries, Syria, 
Armenia and Turkey have all made 
contributions to America's making, 
though as a rule they have not been 
so welcome as other races. The Ar¬ 
menian massacre, however, w'as re¬ 
sponsible for our receiving a very su¬ 
perior class of immigrants, many of 
them being people of education and 
training, capable of speaking from three 
to six languages. Many Armenians and 
Syrians are employed In the manu¬ 
facture of silk and ootton, usually on 
a small scale. Until fifteen years ago 
Syrians were almost unknown here. 
Among the first comer* were those who 
came to the Chicago Fair in 1833. They 
liked the country and advertised it so 
much that many of their oountrymen 
came over bo take up the manufacture 
of gewgaws for peddlers.

Some Facts About the K. E. A. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 
In order to get the exact condition of 
the Kentucky Educational Association let 
us make Borne comparisons and give a 
few figures. The membership of the In¬ 
diana State Teachers’ Association for 
the year 1906 was about 2,300, while that 
of Ohio was but little less. In eac.i State, 
almost, if not every county In tho State 
had Its representatives present. Hun¬ 
dreds of teachers representing the public 
school, the college and the university 
alike were present at every session, and 
the meetings throughout were full of in¬ 
terest, enthusiasm and business. 

Let us see how thlH compares with the 
last meeting of the Kentucky Association. 
The enrollment tar tho year w r as 142. Of 
the 119 counties 72 did not have a single 
teacher present. Only five counties In 
the Stato had more than five teachers 

f »reaent. Only tw’enty-Hlx county super- 
ntendents were present. The number In 
attendance by congressional districts 
were as follows: First 9; Second, 81; 
Third. 36; Fourth. 15; Fifth, 6; Sixth, 4; 
Seventh. 17; Eighth. 6; Ninth, 4; Tenth. 
3. Eleventh, 4. By counties the attend¬ 
ance was as follows: Warren, 23; Da¬ 
viess. 13; Franklin, 10; Henderson, 7; 
Christian, 6; Fayette and Jefferson, 5 
each; Barren and Hart, 4 each; Hardin, 
Union and Spencer, 3 each; Grayson, 
Green. Graves. Gallatin. Clark. Campbell, 
Calloway, Iioyd, Boyle Allen. Todd. Row¬ 
an, Pulaski, McCracken, Madison. Logan 
and Larue, 2 each; Fulton, Cumberland. 
Bourbon. Bell, Ballard. Trigg, Simpson. 
Ohio, Nelson. Muhlenberg, Morgun. Mon¬ 
roe, McLean. Livingston, Lincoln, Hop¬ 
kins. Hickman and Henry, 1 each. 

This is certainly a deplorable condition 
of affairs and so long as It continues we 
may expect but little progress along edu¬ 
cational lines. From the Legislature we 
can demand but llttlo and expect noth¬ 
ing. A few of the faithful gather them¬ 
selves together and they are oftentimes 
benefited, but the great rank of State's 
teachers are untouched. The teachers 
who need the benefit never get it, and the 
great educational wave that should be 
set In motion and that should affect every 
county In the State rarely ever gota be¬ 
yond the limits of the city In which the 
meeting is held. As to where the fault 
lies we are not at all certain. The offi¬ 
cers of the association have been faithful 
and have done all that wo could expect 
them to do, We believe the fault In a 
largo measure is with tho city and county 
superintendents and the leaders of edu¬ 
cation throughout the State. In* next 
meeting of me association will bo held 
at Winchester on June 18, 19, 20. It 
should be the largest and best meeting 
ever held in the Slate. At least 2,00ti 
teachers should be enrolled, and we be¬ 
lieve they will be. Every county In the 
State should he well represented. Let 
every educational Institution, every coun¬ 
ty and city superintendent and every 
teacher go to work at once to make the 
next meeting of tho association a record- 
breaker.

No Decisions In Tennessee. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

My attention has been called to an ar¬ 
ticle in the Sunday Courier-Journal under 
caption, “Union Upheld," and. as there 
are some errors in the Information fur¬ 
nished your paper, I respectfully request 
space for a correction. 

The statement that a case had been 
decided in favor of union at Jefferson, 
Tenn.. Is incorrect. Every decision in 
Tennessee bo far has been favorable to 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 
There was a case decided at Jefferson. 
Tex., in which the contentions of the 
Unionists were upheld by the court. This 
case has been appealed and will go up 
to the November term of the Appellate 
Court. There are several suits pending 
in Tennessee at the present time, one 
of which comes up at Fayetteville, Tenn.. 
March 11. There have been no legal de¬ 
cisions so far in any of the States—that 
Is, what vou might say of a decisive na¬ 
ture. All of these questions will eventu¬ 
ally have to be determined in the Supremo 
Court; therefore, neither side can as yot 
claim a legal victory. However, the ar¬ 
ticle of Sunday referred to has created 
a wrong impression througnout Ten¬ 
nessee where your paper is read, also In 
Kentucky, where many are under the 
Impression that we have hnd no adverse 
decision In the lower Tennessee court, 
when such is not the case.

¥ T was 9 o'clock last evening before ths 
1 curtain arose on the first act of “The 
Vajls of Jericho,” presented by James 
K. Hackett at Macauley'a It was after 
midnight before tho curtain descendod on 
the finale, yet the audience—and It was a 
brilliant gathering—was a unit in ab¬ 
sorbed Interest to the end of the play. 

Much ho* been heard of Alfred Sutro'* 
play. The Walls of Jericho,” and none 
of it has been adversely critical. As a 
matter of fact. It is powerful, but rather 
as a.practical sermon with dramatic color 
for emphasis and effect, preached t*efore 
the footlights; rather this than a power¬ 
ful drama in the full sense of the term- 
But under whatever guise or designation 
it is presented, it is offering of unde¬ 
niable strength, of dominant truth and 
burning realism. It is a story de&llug 
with the so-called upper social set a 
London. Its people belong to that c!as# 
where tho men have difficulty in extend¬ 
ing monocled vision to the Up of the nose, 
where the women are either too silly to 
be bad, too smart to get caught or too 
sodden morally to core. There are few 
examples of dramatic art on the contem¬ 
porary stage to-day more scathing in 
the effect of satire on the set and prin¬ 
ciple* portrayed, more purposeful In the 
drawing and more straightforward m 
moaning. It is not a play of rapid ac¬ 
tion or completely sustained vitality; in 
fact, it Is the mental strength of the 
play s very nature, the earnestness and 
truth of the theme, tho cleverness and 
adroitness of dialogue and situations and 
the intelligence In personal portrayals 
that, referred to collectively, goes to 
make '.’The Walls of Jericho” a theat¬ 
rical object lesson and a play that will 
endure. 

The first of the play really lacks 
Ilf© and serves principally to explain mat- 
ters and prepare one for what is to com*. 
Jack Frobisher has made a fortune in 
tho mines In Australia. He returns ti 
England and marries a girl who realty 
loves him. but belongs to that class that 
thread* Its way along the false ui-pig 
crust. wuperflcioJ in thought and desire, 
and (to borrow from what has gone be- 
fore) too silly to be bad. She really loves 
her husband, but she also loves the false 
glitter of society, flirtations, bridge wlust 
and other things without a claim on com¬ 
mon sense or a plausible excuse for ex¬ 
istence. Her husband lias been a leader 
among men in tho wild mining region: he 
cornea home and out of sheer love and 
real manhnesa. takes on the docility of a 
lamb. Her brother has betrayed a young 
girl and his wife has built up a flirtation 
with a sort of cad. FYoblsher helps the 
brother financially and Influences him to 
marry the girl. He also learns of the af¬ 
fair between his wife and the man he 
does not like, and those two incidents 
awaken him and he yields to the p^rsua- 
•ion of a friend and inserts himself Th^n 
he prepare to return to Australia. His 
wife at first storms and declares she will 
not go. Then she becomes loving and 
dutiful and all ends well. 

It is gratifying that, even In the fkco 
of the enigmatical title of th»* play, th* 
strength and popularity of Mr. Hackett 
were sufficient to draw splendid pitron- 
age to Macauley'a tb see this really pow¬ 
erful stage offering. It Is a powerful play 
in tho voice of its theme and In the ef¬ 
fect. that needs must go straight home to 
every nature and remain there In the 
name of that which ennobles and digni¬ 
fies man and woman alike. To many 
“The Walls of Jerichco” Is a living truth 
and a Justification of much that lx sadly 
and necessarily too often kept secret fr m 
the wortd; to nil of those who patronize 
the play and recognize the stage as an In¬ 
stitution of art full of purpose and worthy 
of awakening thought, ’Tho Walls of 
Jericho” cannot but hold the strongest ap¬ 
peal. The play is magnificently stng d. 
It holds many “atmosphere” Incidents, 
notably the bridge whist seance. 

Mr. Hackett gives a splendid technical 
performance of Jack FroblBher and In the 
end one comes to realize that he has 
done far more In making him a stage 
character of such naturalness that for this 
reason one thinks first of paying tribute 
only to technique. At first he Is not the 
man who appeals with higher directness; 
herein is tho skill that Is not recognized 
until later on, for In the climacteric mo¬ 
ment of the play, In the scene of denun¬ 
ciation, he Is dominant, convincing, car- 
rylng conviction with lo#k and word and 
withal the man with a heart, but also 
with strength of will. It Is a splendid 
development of a character, a delightful 
study, for while there is an occasional 
flash of character to give Intimation of 
wlmt ts in store, still one comes to the 
best realization of the purpose and effect 
of the part so skilfully shown by Mr. 
Hackett In the moment of climax. It Is 
a character of contrasts and It is this 
duality of portrayal, the sharpness but 
naturalness of contrasts that Mr. Hack¬ 
ett reaches his best effect. 

Mr. Hackett Is admirably supported. 
The part of his wife Is played by Beatrice 
Beckley. She Is an English woman and 
as on English woman she plays the part. 
She Is earnest and effective In ail of her 
work. A very clever character perform¬ 
ance la given by Arthur R. Lawrence as 
the father-in-law of Frobisher. Catherine 
Calhoun, freeh, graceful and animated. Is 
delightful as • the sister of Frobisher's 
wife. The others of the cast are satis¬ 
factory. 

“The Walls of Jericho” will be the of¬ 
fering at Mucauley's tide evening and to¬ 
morrow afternoon and evening.

Fillmore Tyson and 
Robert J. Tilford. \islted the building 
late yesterday afternoon to take offi¬ 
cial eognlzanoe of the decorations and 
construction. After an exhaustive In¬ 
quiry irtto the why and w’herefore of 
everything, the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty, Mr. Tilford and MaJ. Tyson declar¬ 
ed that they were unable to make any 
suggestion as to any further provision 
for the safety of Exposition visitors, 
save that MaJ. Tyson gave Instructions 
p.8 to where ho prefers having the 
chemical Are extinguishers placed.

Lavish With Their Praise. 

After they had passed on the safety 
of the building, tho city officials spent 
an hour admiring the decorations of 
the various finished booths and the dec¬ 
oration of the building Itself. High 
praise was paid to all who have con¬ 
tributed to the successful accomplish¬ 
ment of the exposition work by the vis¬ 
itors from the City Hall. 

The Instructions given by MaJ. Tyson 
Include the stations of the men compos¬ 
ing the detail which will be given the 
exposition by the Fire Department. 
There will be six firemen on duty at all 
times, and such men of the department 
as are off duty for their "day off" will 
be sent to assist at crowded period*. 

"Everything looks good to me in 
there," said MaJ. Tyson. "I wish all 
public affairs could be designed as 
safely and carefully." 

A meeting of the Division of Instal¬ 
lation was held at the exposition build¬ 
ing shortly after the 1 pectlon had 
been completed. The prioress of In¬ 
stallation so far was carefully noted, 
end the members of the division laid 
out a canvass of exhibitors which will 
be made to-day for the purpose of as¬ 
sisting them In their preparations to 
finish up the work which must be done 
before the exposition opens. The mem¬ 
bers of the division are well acquainted 
with the work before them, and any 
exhibitor who wishes their counsel will 
be assisted in every way to complete 
his work easily and promptly.

"NOTHINGTO ARBITRATE,” SAYS 
PRESIDENT MINARY. 


UNION REPRESENTATIVES TALK 
OMINOUSLY OF STRIKE. 


CRISIS EXPECTED TODAY. 


According to Thomas J. Minary, 
president and general manager of the 
Louisville Railway Company, It is not 
probable that the director* of the com¬ 
pany will yield to the request of the 
new ly-organized union of the company's 
employee that the demands presented 
to the company be referred to an ar¬ 
bitration board. On the otl^er hand, 
the representatives of the men say that 
unless the company does agree to the 
proposed arbitration the strike threat¬ 
ened by them as an alternative will be¬ 
come an actual fact. All. it is Bald, 
hinges on the attitude taken by Mr. 
Minary to-day. 

Mr. Minary received a communica¬ 
tion yesterday morning from the union’s 
representatives asking that this be 
done. He said that he would not reply 
to the communication until to-day. and 
that It was probable that he would con¬ 
sult the directors of the company be¬ 
fore doing so. 

"There l* nothing to arbitrate," he 
said, "and I do not believe there will 
be any change of attitude on the com¬ 
pany's part. Our men never had a 
grievance against the company until 
outsiders stirred them up." 

The communication received yester¬ 
day by Mr. Minary was as follows; 

Louisville. Ky.. March 7. 1907. — Mr. T. 
J. Miliary. President Louisville Railway 
Company—Dear Sir: In accordance with 
the resolution unanimously adopted at our 
meeting, held on Wednesday night. 
March 6. I take the pleasure In conveying 
to you that the association has decided 
to agree to submit the entire question in 
dispute to arbitration, and ask that you. 
as representing the company, through 
your board of directors, agree to the 
same.

FORTY CANDIDATES WANT 
TO CROSS BURNING SANDS 


HELD WITHOUT BAIL FOR 
NEGRO’S ALLEGED MURDER. 


Later Indicted—Witnesses In Police 
Court Accuse George Hartz of 
Unprovoked Shooting. 


George Hartz, charged with the murder 
Of Frank Douglass, colored, was yester¬ 
day morning held without bail to answer 
to*the grand Jury, and yesterday after¬ 
noon after a short hearing the grand Jury 
returned an Indictment charging Hart* 
with willful murder. Douglass was shot 
through the neck In the saloon of Walter 
Bowman at Floyd and Greon streets 
Wednesday night. February 27. He died 
at the City Hospital several days later. 
The sama bullet, which passed through 
Douglass’ neck, lodged in the chest of 
Will Taylor, also colored, who was drink¬ 
ing at the bar. Hartz was also held to 
the grand Jury to answer for the shoot¬ 
ing of Taylor. 

Walter Bowman, proprietor of the sa¬ 
loon In which the shooting occurred, tes¬ 
tified yesterday morning that Hartz en¬ 
tered the saloon and shot Douglass with¬ 
out the slightest provocation and also 
said that the negro ha/1 his back to his 
assailant. Bowman also testified that 
after Hartz had shot the two negroes that 
he attempted to shoot other negroes In the 
place anil Chat he turned his revolver on 
both himself. Bowman, and his bartender, 
William Havemtlck. Haverstlck corrcb 
orated the testimony of Bowman. 

Other witnesses called to testify In the 
case were firm In their belief that Hartz 
had no cause for.shooting the negro.

Judge Walter Evans, of the United

Dowaglao Manufacturing Company, of

CSo., of Louisville, for an Infringemm* of 
ft patent on a grain drill. The report of 
the commissioner gives the plaint in dam¬ 
ages in the sum of $2 and costa. The 
court in Its opinion says that while it ap¬ 
pears that Che defendant sold, within the 
infringing period, 9,406 grain drills, on 
which was a device patented by the com. 
plolnnms. the question as to the loss 
sustained by plaintiffs rested on tho ques¬ 
tion ns to whether there was an actual 
diversion by the defendants of sales from 
the plaintiffs. According to the report of 
the commissioner the plaintiffs have 
failed to prove or to Identify any diver¬ 
sion of sales of the patented device, or 
drills bearing this device.

C ONTRARY to expectations, none of 
the players who are under con¬ 
tract to the Louisville Club ar¬ 
rived in the city yesterday. It 
was the general belief among the fans 
that Dan Kerwin, Roy Brashear and sev¬ 
eral other members of tho local team 
would reach Louisville during the day, 
but up to a late hour last night no 
players had arrived. 

One week from next Saturday Is re¬ 
porting day for the Colonels, but Vice 
President Chlvington believes that most 
of the players will be here several days 
before Saturday in order to take some 
gymnasium work before they begin 
practice on* the field at Eclipse Park. 
Considerable Improvement is being done 
at Seventh and Kentucky streets; three 
new exits are being built In order to al¬ 
low the crowds to disperse more rapidly, 
and the diamond Is being rolled with 
heavy rollers In spite of the bad weather 
of the past few days. It Is Mr. Chlving- 
ton’s Intention to have the diamond and 
outfield in first-class condition by the 
time the players gather for work. 

The proposition as to who will play 
third base for the LoulsvJle team dur.ng 
the coming season is a question which 
has not been settled os yet by any man¬ 
ner of means. It is known, however, 
that Qeorge Tebeau, the owner of the 
Kansas City Club, will have both Jimmy 
Burke, who managed the Blues last sea¬ 
son, and Oom Paul Kreuger and It would 
not be surprising if the local manage¬ 
ment should secure Kreuger to play third 
for the Louisville team during the com 
ing season. Burke Is a cracker jack third 
base man and a fine baseball leader and 
Tebeau will undoubtedly keep him at 
Kansas City to lead the Blues. Burke 
is very popular among the fans In the 
city by the K&w. and it looks like there 
is no chance for Tebeau to let Burke 
come here. At that, the third-base ques¬ 
tion is not near a solution as yet, but 
It Is known that Vice President Chivlng- 
ton Is doing his best to land a good man 
for the place.*

Peoria, Ill., will be the home of the 
Toledo baseball team from March 18 to 
April 3 or 4. Peoria was decided upon as 
a training place Tuesday. 

The Toledo team alll leave for Poorla 
March 17 with every man Sporting a sprig 
of green for luck. Armour expects to 
have about a dozen of the men report 
at Toledo, the rest Joining at Peoria. 

Peoria is in the Three-Eye League and 
has a first-class team, which will report 
for duty March 25, after which the two 
outfits will work tog^her. 

Armour may run into cold weather in 
Peoria, which Is located In the central 
part of Illinois, or he may encounter 
worm breezes, which will materially ben¬ 
efit the players. 

Peoria’s chief recommendation In the 
eyes of the Toledo club president Is the 
proximity of large sulphur baths within 
a block of the ball park. It was because 
he could not make arrangement* for 
baths that Armour refused to go to 
Evansville, farther South. 

When Armour arrives at Peoria he will 
meet an old friend in the person of Frank 
Donnelly, who, during Armour’s Dayton 
days, captained the Blues for a couple of 
years. 

In the letter Donnelly wrote to Armour, 
which decided the Toledo baseball boss 
to take his team to Peoria, the writer 
said that the sulphur baths located near 
the bail park Is the finest cure for sore 
arms a ball played ever trifled with.

Ambition to become a major leaguer 
spurred Gus Domcr, “Bunk” Congalton 
and other Senators on in the year of 1905. 
which came to a successful finish. 

Ol Pickering was one who thought he 
would get another term In major league- 
dom. He had to wait a year, but It 
stands to reason that every time he rip¬ 
ped off n base hit last season, he in¬ 
wardly thought that It was another 
stroke townrd the big show. 

Both Berger and Flaherty went at their 
pitching with a double object In view. 
Each was loyal, of course, to the Colum¬ 
bus manager, club officials and public, 
but they also had the “elevation” idea 
firmly planted In their minds.

In the American League this year three 
clubs will be under now pilots—Washing¬ 
ton. Boston nnd Detroit. Carulllon and 
Jennings are well qualified by reason of 
theJr ample experience, while Stahl has 
been so closely allied to Jimmy Collins, 
the former manager of the Bostons, that 
he ought to be fully acquainted with ev¬ 
ery detail of the business. 

Stahl will have his hands full with the 
Boston club, for great things will be ex¬ 
pected of him.

What a mockery the record of games 
won and lost by the pitcher? is under 
mich condltJons. A pitcher will *lz»‘ up :o 
excellent advantage when hts team Is 
helping along to some extent. If one slz « 
ut> the Boston club one will find prospect* 
of an excellent fielding team, but nothing 
that will cause any apprehension that the 
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club Will be any stronger in points where 
it was weak last season. 

Parent, once one of the leading batsmen 
and base-runners of the country, has gme 
back. Is It because he long ago wt*i his 
spurs? He once was mentioned in connec¬ 
tion with the leading players in his posi¬ 
tion, but no longer Is that the case. 

The infield sizes up very wcAk indeed 
in the base-running department, and that 
department is surely one of the most im¬ 
portant In a team, and woe be to the club 
that does not show to some advantage m 
that respect.

The tendency of managers Is to cast off 
all old timber and begin anew, build up, 
secure players anxious to make reputa¬ 
tions for themselves and not retain men 
who refuse to live up to past reputations 
and who receive very large salaries, but 
do not earn them.

The pa¬ 
trons tire of many of the old face* they 
see year after year; they like to see new 
products. There is always a decided cu¬ 
riosity to see the new crop of players. 

&mie clubs hang on to the ancients al¬ 
together too k>ng and retain men who 
drop off by their own weight.

BASKETBALL GAME POPULAR EXERCISE 


Generally Recognized Among College Organizations As One 
of the Most Useful and Beneficial Sports For Schools 
and Professional Athletes. 


^ F THE various branches of 

* O college sport that go to fill 

up the Interim between foot¬ 
ball and baseball seasons, all 
have gradually given way before basket¬ 
ball, until it now stands as the most 
popular winter sport among the col¬ 
leges. as well as the most useful and 
beneficial, both for men who are in 
training for one of the major sports and 
for those whose sole port in college ath¬ 
letics is played on the gymnasium floor, 
in this branch,” says Billy Lush, Coach of 
the Yale basketball team. 

"For ten years or more it has been 
gradually growing in college favor, and 
even without the forward pass of the 
football field to throw It into still brighter 
relief, the game was sure to win its 
way on the merits of its play. 

"The qualities it demands and those 
It develops were enough in themselves 
to insure ultimate favor, but the play 
of the last few years In the Intercollegi¬ 
ate Basketball League, together with the 
eu<hJ*.’it prominence which the grafting of 
Its forward pass into the football rules 
has given it, places basketball far ahead 
of the position it held in former years 
and gives an added importance to the 
play of this season, both in and outside 
of the league. 

"Among tho qualities developed in the 
men who take it up seriously are cool¬ 
ness. decision, suppleness, activity and 
team play. Weight, height and su¬ 
perior strength are advantages, but with 
the exception of the center position, 
where height is a requisite, there Is no 
special premium put upon any of those 
natural qualities. 

“Speed and agility are the qualities 
most desirable, and after them come en¬ 
durance and ability to submerge ’self’ in 
order to play for and with the ’team.* 
The new* man at the game is apt to be 
’all nerves/ He passes to© quickly, works 
too hard, and wjien he gets a chance 
to shoot for a goal he invariably does 
it as quickly as possible, with the result 
that his try misses, w'here an Instant's 
hesitation for the sake of poise and aim 
would have converted his worthless try 
into a valuable goal. 

“It Is disconcerting to know that one 
man on the other team is specially placed 
to guard him. and the knowledge that 
he is ever near and trying his utmost 
to Intercept the shot gives a green man 
the ‘rattles’ as quickly as anything 
could. 

“The veteran has learned his lesson, 
and with the pass of the ball has sized 
up the situation. As he catches it ho 
knows how near hls guard Is und wheth¬ 
er he must hurry the shot or can take 
time to aim. If he has an instant for 
preparation, the try seldom fails and It 
is by reason of that coolness which ena¬ 
bles him to decide in advance that he 
is so much more valuable than some other 
man who may be ablt* to do many things 
better, but w*ho locks hits experience. 
The game develops this quality and 
teaches the players Instinctively to de¬ 
cide and act in unison. 

“Suppleness and activity ore devel¬ 
oped ns in no other game, since ever*’ 
muscle of the body Is called into play 
and ever)* move must t>e quick if it is 
to be effective. The moves of football 
are frequently slow and ponderous, call¬ 
ing for strength to repel or urge on an 
attack and the actual period of play 
In two thirty-minute halves has been 
found to be less than fifteen minutes. 

"In baseball quick actio i Is demanded 
spasmodically, while at least one-hnlf tin* 
time of the game is spent in idleness and 
rest on the bench. Hockey demand? con¬ 
siderable action, but It relates more to 
the legs than any other part of the body, 
and continued skating tends to harden 
muscle* that should be soft to be of most 
service to the football or baseball player. ( 

“Basket ball, on the other hand, devei- 
ops all parts of the bodv equally. From 
the blowing of the whistle at the start of 
tho contest there Is scarcely a pause until 
the end of the half. During two periods 
of twentv minutes each there Is seldom 
more than a quarter hour taken out for 
all delays and pauses, leaving 
m mites of actual play, during which e%- i 
ery man Is not only moving, but is work- , 
Ir e Ouster than th»‘ football player—run¬ 
ning dedging. catching, passing-trying 
by every fuir method in bis power to 
outwit, outplay cr w^ar down th* oppo¬ 
nent who Is specially opposed to nim. 

••It Is constant and oulck action for ev¬ 
ery muscle of the body, since the possi¬ 
bilities of the play call them all Into serv¬ 


ice. sooner or later. A game for th* 
small man as well ns the big one. it de¬ 
velops the same traits In both. Except 
for the extra strength of the big man, 
which osmetimes enables him to outlast 
the smaller, there is no advantage in hls 
power. 

• • • 

Team Flay Necessary. 


“In basketball the star man Is usually 
the one who knows how to help his team 
In the most effective manner rather than 
the man who stands alone, and trusts to 
the pow*cr of the other members of his 
five to give him a chance to shine. Tho 
man w*ho Is not a team man has no place 
in basketball, and he soon learns hls les¬ 
son or la dropped from the squad. 

“The ’one-for-all’ spirit is stronger in 
this sort than In any other, and sur¬ 
passes even football in its requirement 
for team handling of the ball. On the 
gridiron one can do things by himself 
and win for his team. A drop kick, a 
long run. or any one of a number of ‘one- 
man’ plays may result in a football score. 

“In basketball it is expressly forbidden. 
A man may be a marvelous dribbler, and 
be able to take the ball in this manner 
from one end of the floor to the other, 
but It is Impossible for him to do more*, 
as the rule* provide that he has no right 
to try for a score after dribbling, but 
must nnss to some teammate. The result 
is that the ball must be handled by more 
than one man—almost always by more 
than two. Generally, all five men are in 
the play, and und*r these conditions the 
team Is doing Its best work 

“Griffiths, captain of Harvard last year, 
and Keinath, of Pennsylvania, were won- 
edrful dribblers, and each often took tho 
ball the entire length of the floor by him¬ 
self. But the rest of the team w*a* al¬ 
ways busy, while one of them was doing 
this, with the result that w’hen he had to 
pass, the other four men on hls team 
were In positions whtch had been care¬ 
fully worked nut In advance, and every 
man on th*» team generally knew to whom 
and to what spot the pass would be 
made. Both men were invaluable to tnetr 
resoectlve teams, but both were essen¬ 
tially teom-nlay men. 

“The coaches of track teams have re¬ 
alized the value of tbnsketball as a 
training for long-dlatnnce runners and 
Jumpers, and have sent candidates into 
the sport each vear. The amoun* of en¬

Marfeh 7.—A decision was 
handed down in the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court to-day sustaining the order 
of servico out of the United States 
Circuit Court again®! tho Standard Oil 
Company and over fifty other non-resi¬ 
dent corporations and individuals, co- 
defendanta with the Waters-Pierce OH 
Company, in tho suit filed by the Gov¬ 
ernment at the Instance of President 
Roosevelt. 

Over a month ago a motion was filed 
by the defendants to the effect that it 
was not in the jurisdiction of the SL 
Louis court to compel nonresident wit¬ 
nesses to come here and testify in the 
suit. Arguments were heard before 
Federal Judges Sanborn, Hook. Adams 
and Vand^vanter, and the point at is¬ 
sue was taken under Advisement, 
s • • 

Opinion of Court. 


Judge Sanborn wrote the opinion, 
which, in part, is as follows: 

“The Judicial power of the United 
States Is vested by the Constitution In 
the Supreme Court 'and in such infe¬ 
rior courts as the Congress may from 
time to time ordain and establish/ 
The power extends *u> all cases In law 
and equity arising under this Constitu¬ 
tion. the lav\.- of the United States. 
• • • To controversies to which the 
United States skkill be a party,’ and 
other cases not material to tho issues 
here presented. 

"This is a caae in equity arising un- 
der a law of the United States. The 
United States Is a party to the contro¬ 
versy which it Involves, and the Con¬ 
gress had^ ampl r ‘ authority under these 
provision^ of the Constitution to confer 
Upon thfiff or upon any Inferior court of 
the nation, juriV lletion of this suit and 
power to summon the proper parties to 
it wherever residing or found within 
the dominion of the nation, to a hear¬ 
ing and decree heroin.'* 

Judgo Sanborn fails to find In the 
avt of Congress any such limitation 
upon the court. After mentioning this 
fact, he says: ~

Conspirators All In It. 


•’The alleged conspiracy is one. Its 
ache me is single. It has but one object. 
Perhaps none of the alleged conspira¬ 
tors participates in every part of the 
conception and of the work of the com- 
blnation. But every one of them takes 
his part In the plan or in its execu¬ 
tion. apart promotlve from its pur¬ 
pose. the restraint and monopolization 
of commerce, In products of petroleum 
among the States.

to restrain and monopolize the com¬ 
merce in the products of petroleum In 
their respective districts.

"It has accepted Its assignment and 
is e*ngaged in tho performance of this 
portion of the scheme of the alleged 
conspiracy. It has been engaged in 
executing some part of Its plan for 
many years. The Waters-Pietxje Oil 
Company was. therefore, a conscious 
and active party to the entire alleged 
conspiracy, and the net of July 2, 1600, 
conferred ample power upon this court 
to bring hero Its nonresident co-eon- 
splrators whenever It was made to ap¬ 
pear to it that tho ends of justice re¬ 
quired their presence."

BEVERIDGE BROKE UP CROMER’S

JUDGE NICOL HAS VIEWS ON

AMBASSADOR BRYCE CALLS. 


Washington, March 7.—[Special.]— 
Senator Hemenway, of Indiana, con¬ 
sulted with the President to-day about 
the three Indiana post-offices that have 
brought on considerable trouble in the 
State—Muncie, Anderson and Elwood. 
The postmasters at these places re¬ 
signed Just before Congress adjourned 
to permit former Representative Crom¬ 
er, who was about to go out of office, 
to name their successors, Mr. Cromer 
being slated for the Muncie office him 
self. This wus broken up by Senator 
Beveridge, and an agreement was 
reached that in the future post-office 
appointments In the Eighth and 
Eleventh districts should be made upon 
the Joint recommendations of the two 
Senators. 

Senator Hemenway has not made rec¬ 
ommendations, but Senator Beveridge 
is said to have given out the statement 
that George O. Driscoll would be named 
as postmaster at Muncie. 

Senator Hemenway has not Joined in 
this recommendation,, and says he will 
not do so, as Driscoll is one of the 
leaders of whnt is known us the Mc¬ 
Cullough faction, which succeeded in 
defeating Cromer both for Congress and 
the Muncie post-office. As to Ander¬ 
son and Ehvood, the President is said 
to have suggested that the resignations 
of the present postmasters be with¬ 
drawn. which would permit them to 
continue in office until the expiration 
of their terms, two years from now. 

m • • 

Judge Charles E. Nlcol. a candidate 
for Congress In the Eighth Virginia 
district, to succeed the late Representa¬ 
tive Rlxey, issues a card making the 
Philippine question one of prominence 
In the district campaign. The Judge 
says: 

“I favor the sale of the Philippine 
Islands. If that can be done, because 
the Constitution of the United States 
nowhere provides for a colnlal form 
of government, and the United States 
Supreme Court has held that the Phil¬ 
ippine Islands are a part of the United 
States for some purposes; In other 
words, that they are a colony. The very 
creation of our Government was pro¬ 
tection against government from be 
yond the seas, and taxation without 
representation, and we cannot Justly 
impose on others that to which we 
would not submit."

Ambassador Bryce called upon the 
Secretary of State to-day and had a 
general talk about pending matters of 
business In which the State Department 
and the British embassy are mutually 
concerned. He made no effort, however, 
to take up any of these matters for 
immediate treatment, notwithstanding 
the fact that the prompt Initiation of 
negotiations for a settlement of the 
Newfoundland fisheries issue had been 
anticipated. The Ambassador has ar¬ 
ranged to go to Canada next month to 
confer with Earl Grey, the Governor.

ING OF POLICE BILL. 


THOUGHT THAT THE VICTORY 
MAY BE SHORT LIVED. 


SUNDAY BASEBALL DEFEATED. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 7.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—On the proposition of passing 
bills over the Executive veto the Leg¬ 
islature to-day scored two knockouts 
to the Governor's one. The Governor 
draw first bloo# when Ills friends In 
the House, by a vote of 43 to 42, pre¬ 
vented the overriding of the veto of the 
McCullough Metropolitan Police Bill. 
The House's turn came next when, by 
a vote of 56 to 34, it passed tho Vin 
co.nnes University Claim Bill over the 
Governor's veto. The SQnato is ex¬ 
pected to follow suit to-morrow. 

Then the Senate showed its temper 
and parsed the Billingsley Bill, in* 
creasing salaries of the Board of Safety 
to $1,200, over the veto 34 to 15. The 
House having taken similar action on 
Wednesday, this bill will go on the 
statute books In spite of the Executive 
disapproval. 

The Governor’s victory on the Metro¬ 
politan Police Bill, however, promises 
to be short-lived. Friends of the meas¬ 
ure had it framed up to-night to have 
to-day’s vote reconsidered. They ex¬ 
pect to be able to muster more than 
enough votes to pass it over the veto. 
Reconsideration can be brought about 
only by a Representative who voted on 
the Governor’s side making a motion 
to that effect, but it was stated last 
night that the inan had b^en found 
who was willing that the bill should 
have another chance for its life. All of 
the Marion county delegation, except 
John Bowlus, went back on the McCul¬ 
lough crowd to-day. some of them vot¬ 
ing with the Governor and the others 
remaining away from the chamber 
when the vote was being taken, but 
they are expected to make a better 
showing to-morrow In favor of the 
measure. 

The McCullough people hud stood 
with them almost to a man in passing 
the Billingsley Bill over the Executive 
veto on Wednesday, on condition that 
the Marion-county men would help out 
on the Metropolitan Police Bill, and 
their failure to carry out their agree¬ 
ment caused much soreness to-day. For 
a time it resulted In the Democrats 
In the Senate refusing to vote to pass 
the Billingsley bill over the veto in 
that body. They came into line, how¬ 
ever. after they had received Ironclad 
assurances that the McCullough bill 
would have a chance again to-mor¬ 
row. 

The friends of the McCullough bill 
charge their inability to pass it over 
the veto to a clever trick that the Gov¬ 
ernor and his friends played on them. 
The veto message was read at 9 o'clock 
this morning. Immediately after the 
House had been called to order. Every 
friend of the Governor was in his seat, 
while only forty-two of the supporters 
of the bill were on hand. An effort 
was made to reconsider, but none* of 
tho Governor’s friends would make the 
motion. It took the McCullough people 
all day to find one who would make 
such a motion, but it remains to be 
se‘en whether or not he will “deliver the 
goods” to-morrow. If he does, the bill 
will undoubtedly be passed over the 
Vela.

Dr. G. L. Swiggett Says j Louisville 
Movement For University Is 
Step In Right Direction. 

Dr. G. L. Swlggett, professor of 
modem languages In the University of 
the South at Bewanee, Tenn., registered 
at The Seelbach last night. Dr. Sw!g- 
gett is recognized as one of the fore¬ 
most exponents of higher education in 
the South and is a member of the fac¬ 
ulty of his university. He has been 
visiting schools and colleges in the Mid¬ 
dle West to study certain educational 
methods a.nd in the interests of the 
semi-centennial of the University of the 
South, which will be celebrated In June. 

Dr. Bwiggett said that he was greatly 
interested in the proposed Ixmlsville 
University and believed that it would 
be a great success.

The Board of Directors of the I^ouis- 
villc Industrial School has decided to 
erect another large building on the 
grounds of the institution, adjoining 
the present building used for colored 
boys.

John H. Leathers, president of the 
board, said that It should be completed 
within three or four months. 

“In erecting a new building,” said 
Cfipt. Leathers. “It must not he Inferred 
that w© have abandoned the Idea of 
selling the property on Third avenue. 
The demand for the new building is im¬ 
perative, as the present building for 
the colored boys Is totally inadequate 
to accommodate *he inmates. I esti¬ 
mate that the building, with the fur¬ 
nishings, will cost at least $ 20 , 000 .”

He has 
been making a tour of the State, at¬ 
tending tho various district and county 
conventions, and reported that the ad¬ 
herents of tho cause were greatly en¬ 
couraged over the outlook, and they 
expected to make decided gains in the 
next election. 

At tho last election the Prohibition¬ 
ists cast 870 votes in the nine counties 
of the New Albany district, and they 
expoct to poll a larger vote at the next. 
Within the last few years they have 
been vigorously working and have suc¬ 
ceeded In eliminating retail liquor traf¬ 
fic in many townships of the district. 
In Washington county, through the as¬ 
sistance of remonstrances, they have 
eliminated every saloon but one, the 
license of which expires in a few 
months. Liquor Is sold in only three 
townships out of the thirteen of Har¬ 
rison county, while in Crawford county 
no legalized saloons can be maintained 
excepting in the township In which 
Leavenworth is situated, and near Mill- 
town. A few months ago the last sa¬ 
loon In Greenville township, Floyd 
county, In which New Albany Is situ¬ 
ated, was refused a license on account 
of the remonstrance, and that town¬ 
ship will be “dry" for two years. No 
effort has been made by tho temperance 
people to shut up the saloons In any 
of the wards of New' Albany and none 
will probably be made. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

IN NEW ALBANY. 


Cruelty Charged In Two Suita. 

Two divorce suits were filed yester¬ 
day In tho Floyd Circuit Court at New 
Albany. Dora Smith, by her attorneys, 
fiiotsenburg & Weathers, Instituted an 
action for divorce In that tribunal 
against Charles Smith, the alleged 
grounds of the action being cruel and 
Inhuman treatment. In her complaint 
she avers that her husband made a 
practice of cursing and abusing her and 
rendered her life unhappy and miser¬ 
able. They were married April 10, 1001, 
and separated February 1, 1907. 

Suit was brought by Anna Hoffman, 
through her attorney. John B. James. 
In the same court against Jacob Hoff¬ 
man, habitual drunkenness, cruel and 
inhuman treatment being alleged as the 
grounds of the action. They were mar¬ 
ried December 22, 1897, and separated 
July 28, 1906, when, the plaintiff avers, 
her husband’s cruel treatment rendered 
It Impossible for her to live with him 
A few weeks later she returned to him, 
their differences having been reconciled, 
and lived with him until February 20. 
when he beat her and drove her from 
home, threatening to kill her. 


Rear Admiral Bicknell Now. 

Rear Admiral George A. Bicknell, of 
New Albany, who was promoted to 
that high rank February 8, hoisted his 
ensign as Rear Admiral at the Ports¬ 
mouth navy yard, of which he is com¬ 
mandant, last Saturday. The salute 
to which he is entitled as officer of that 
grade was fired and all the details of 
that imposing ceremony were carried 
out. Admiral Bicknell was appointed 
frofh New Albany to the Naval Acad¬ 
emy December 2. 1861, and was gradu¬ 
ated In 1866. During the Intervening 
years he has served In every quarter 
of the globe. 

From 1867 to 1870 he was with the 
Asiatic squadron, and at the opening 
of the port* Kobo and Osaka, Japan, 
to trade. He was of the landing 
party that repeled the attack of Prince 
Hlzen at Kobe and second In command 
of the marines that served on outpost 
duty protecting Yokohama In the ab¬ 
sence of the fleet. Admiral Bicknell 
has served on many ships and In vari¬ 
ous duties, all of which were performed 
with zeal and fidelity. He will be re¬ 
tired next year and expects to pass 
the remainder of his life with Mrs. 
Bicknell in New Albany. 


Injured When Conductor Fought. 

Kennetih Stonedphor, by his attor¬ 
neys, Stotsen'hurg & Weathers, filed a 
suit jn the Floyd Circuit Court at New 
Albany yesterday against the Louisville 
erwi Southern Indiana Traction Com¬ 
pany to recover $510 damages for al¬ 
leged personal Injuries. He avers that 
his Injuries were Occasioned by the 
negligence of servants of the company. 

In his complaint S>toneclph<*r alleges 
that on February 6. 1907. while a pas¬ 
senger on the Main-street line of th rt 
defendant company, he sustained these 
Injuries in a rather unusual manner. 
The car being crowded, he was stand¬ 
ing near the door when the conductor 
and another passenger engaged in a 
fight. Tn the mixup. the plaintiff avers, 
he was unable to get out of the wuy 
and was crowded through the glass 
door, his right hand being badly cut 
by the glass. He alleges that he was 
required to spend $10 for the services 
of a surgeon and in addition was In¬ 
capacitated from work for three weeks.

SLIDERS' DAMAGES CUT DOWN 


Froman M. Coots, of Jeffersonville, 
Coroner of Clark couqty, Indiana, was 
called to 410 Missouri avenue at an 
early hour yesterday morning to hold 
an inquest on the body of Mrs. Nancy 
Berry, who was the wife of Ephraim 
Berry and who died suddenly. It was 
found that she died of heart disease 
that had been aggravated by an attack 
of acute Indigestion. Mrs. Berry had 
complained of feeling ill for several 
days, but was not confined to her bed. 
The family had decided to move, and 
after Mrs. Berry had prepared break 
fast for her husband, who Is gate 
watchman at the car works, she began 
to arrange for leaving. 

She was alone In the house, and Mrs. 
Anthony Devlt, who lives next door, 
summoned Dr. E. W. Bruner, but be¬ 
fore he could arrive Mrs. Berry had 
breathed her last. Her husband, who 
Is nearly blind, wus summoned from 
his work, which Is almost across the 
street, and he was nearly prostrated 
from the shock. He was for many 
years a tool dreseer and saw' filer at 
the w'orks, but partially lost his eye¬ 
sight from a cataract. 

Mrs. Berry was a native of Barth¬ 
olomew county. Ind., where she was 
bom August 80, 1842, her maiden name 
being Lewis. She was married March 
3, 1861. Soon after their marriage Mr, 
and Mrs. Berry came to Jeffersonville. 
An only son, Frank Berry, wus killed 
while filling the position of brakeman 
on the Southern railway, at English, 
Ind.. on July 3, 1898. Mrs. Berry was a 
member of the First Baptist church of 
Jeffersonville, and belonged to Eden 
Lodge, No. 240, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the First Baptist church. In Jefferson¬ 
ville. to-morrow' afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock, and will be conducted by the 
Rev. William Wagner, of Louisville. 


Bears On Mechanic Street Suits. 

In the Superior Court, at Indian¬

ATTACK ON MORGAN SHARES 
FEATURE YESTERDAY. 


WHOLE MARKET WEAKER. 


New’ York. March 7.—The excitement 
in financial circles caused by tho heavy 
buying of Reading shares yesterday, 
said to be for control of the property, 
died out to-day, and the stock market 
resumed its generally weak tone. No 
explanation of the Reading Incident 
was obtainable officially to-day, but 
the denials of Harriman Interests that 
they were In any way concerned were 
generally accepted In Wall street and 
speculators were more inclined to the 
opinion that the party buying was for 
the account of H. C. Frick.

Ha* the time arrived f or Investment In sound 
railroad bonds? Fisk A Robinson, of New 
York. In their MAtvh circular, are of the af¬ 
firmative opinion for several reasons. Thus: 
“Now that the large corporation* have prob 
ably provided themaelve* with the money 
which will be required for construction work 
during tho current year, and In some cases for 
a period some time further Into the future, 
we look for a less active demand for money 
for temporary financing of this nature. While 
there is no marked slackening In business ac- 
tlvlty. there are Indications of a disposition 
to defer new undertaking* requiring a large 
pendlture of capital until condition* in the 
money market are such that the money for 
such purposes can be obtained at reasonable 
rates, w* look, therefore, for a gradual easing 
ofr In rates for time money. Thl* may not be 
noticeable for some little time to come, but we 
believe the tendency to be m that direction 

“Another factor which should have a favor¬ 
able bearing on both the money market and 
the bond market is that on the first of July 
tho 4* of 1907 will become payable at the 
option of the Government. Their payment will 
release a considerable num -of money now un 
dor control of the Treasury, but a more |m 
portant effect trill be. so far as the bond mar¬ 
ket I* concerned, In compelling the holders of 
some #73.000,000 of bonds held outride of the 
national bank* to seek other securities for re¬ 
investment. Tho demand from thl* source will 
naturally be for the highest cla** of bonds, 
but It should have a favorable effect upon the 
entire bond market. 

“It seem* to u* that the time ha* now come 
when Investor* should consider the advisability 
of Investing funds which have, perhaps, been 
kept In liquid form In order to take advantage 
of the high money rates which have prevailed 
for some months poet. It 1* rarely possible to 
buy any commodity at the very lowe*t figure 
which It will touch. A careful coui (deration 
of the condition* which are outlined above, and 
a consideration of the further fact that gcod 
investment b<»nd* are now In many rose* at the 
lowest point which they havo touched In the 
j*uat eeven yearn, and that In every case they 
are materially lower than the price* which 
ruled two year* ago, nhould lead Investor* tq 
give thought to the advisability of beginning 
to Invest in gvxal bond*.”

SUITS AGAINST ACTRESSES. 


Mrs. Helen Pressley Stricken With 
Hemorrhage Immediately After 
Dressing—Death Soon Follows. 


Mrs. Helen Pressley, wife of Allen T. 
Tressley, found unconscious on the floor 
Of her bedroom at her home. 919 Third 
eVenue, by her husband at 6:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning, died several minutes 
later before the arrival of medical aid. 
Dr. Harris Kelly, the Coroner, wa* called 
and pronounced death due to cerebral 
hemorrhage. Her death was most unex¬ 
pected. as on the night before she was 
apparently in perfect health. She had at¬ 
tended the theater with friends Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Mr. Pressley discovered his wife lying 
Unconscious on the floor when he re¬ 
turned from his work as night watch¬ 
man at 6:30 o'clock. Mrs. Pressley was 
stricken with the hemorrhage after she 
had arisen and dressed herself 

Mrs. Pressley was fifty years of age 
and before her marriage was Miss Helen 
Harlow, of Glasgow. She was a lifelong 
member of the Broadway Baptist church 
and had taken a, prominent part in the 
charitable work or the church. Besides 
her husband she Is survived by one son. 
Harry Pressley, a traveling salesman for 
a local clothing firm, and two sisters, 
Mr*. John Ford, of Glasgow and Mrs. 
John Saunders, of Bronston. The funeral 
services Will not be arranged until the 
arrival of the members of the family, 
who have been telegraphed the news of 
Mrs. Pressley's sudden death. 


A Jury In Judge Field’s court yesterday 
found a verdict for $ 2,000 for the plaint¬ 
iff In the case of Ruth Davis, the widow 
of Philip Davis, against the Improved Or¬ 
der of Heptasophs. The decedent took 
out the policy In that order some years 
before his death.

Davis, until six 
months prior to his death, was on the po 
lice force.

TELLS PROPER MANNER OF 
HANDLING FOOD FLUID. 


CO-OPERATION SECRET, HE SAYS, 
OF CERTIFYING SUPPLY. 


EVERY STEP ILLUSTRATED. 


FIVE MILKMEN PAY FINES 
FOR ORDINANCE VIOLATION. 


Four milkmen acknowledge fines of $10 
each In Ordinance Court yesterday after¬ 
noon and one knowledged a fine of $s. 
and two case* of violation of the City 
Ordinance regarding the milk law were 
filed away. Those fined were: J. H. 
Beach, of 1310 Baxter avenue; W H 
Meyer, of 3001 West Market street; C F. 
Schlaug. of 1000 Sixth street; J, T. 
Schrodt, of 1430 West Market street, and 
James Weilett. Yesterday nfternoun’s 
docket consisted of thirteen cas*s and 
with the exception of the milk mats no 
judgment* were entered. Acting Judg> 
James P. Edwards presided. 


Dr. Henry Tuley. one of the mem¬ 
bers of the commission appointed by 
the Jefferson County Medical Society 
to examine the dairies of this county, 
began with the milk a* It Is taken from 
the cow and followed It through all 
stages and processes until It reached 
the consumer in hls lecture at the 
Woman’s Club yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. M. K. Allen, of the Health De¬ 
partment of the city or Louisville, was 
to preside at the lecture, but was de¬ 
tained on account of having to testify 
at the trial of u^.eral cases against 
milk dealers. 

Dr. Tuley gave a highly interesting 
iecture and said In part: 

"It is the housekeeper who must co¬ 
operate with us in our crusade for pure 
milk, and if she Interests herself in 
this matter and takes the trouble to 
investigate the source of her supply, 
then the dairies will be compelled to 
furnish a much cleaner and purer milk 
There is a large percentage of Infants 
nourished on cow’s milk, and this In 
Itself should Interest mothers to such 
an extent that we will have their hearty 
support in this matter. There 1* no 
food product In which bacteria multiply 
so fast as in milk, and if the greatest 
care Is not exercised In the care of 
milk great possibilities rest there for 
disease." 

Dr. Tuley said that there are three 
necessities for pure milk; first, proper 
kind of housing for cows; second 
healthy herds; and, thirdly, milk cooled 
and the animal heat taken out fifteen 
minutes after being drawn, then bot 
tied and kept cool until delivered to 
the consumer. 

• • • 

Tuberculosis Tests Necessary. 

Every cow should be examined for 
tuberculosis, he said, for It has been 
proven that bovine tuberculosis can be 
transmitted to the human nice by milk. 

When we know that this Is a fact," 
he said, "It behooves us to look about 
and find how many cows supplying our 
city are affected with this disease.' 
He gave as a notable instance the 
Lakeland Asylum herd, which had boon 
examined some time ago. and although 
thought to be in a healthy condition, 
tuberculosis was found In the majority 
of the herd. A sample of the milk 
was examined, he said, by the He.ilth 
Office, and the whole herd was slaugh¬ 
tered and examined, with the result 
that they were all found to be affected 
with tuberculosis. Dr. Tuley gave as 
another example the Almshouse herd, 
which when examined showed that 70 
per cent. were affected. 

This condition of affairs," Dr. Tuley 
continued, "is a menace to the com¬ 
munity and especially to Infants and 
children. It I* a fact that swill-fed 
cow’8 cannot produce pure milk and 
the swill feeding will soon be at an end. 
With sw ill feeding stopped the first and 
greatest step toward pure milk will 
have bpen taken.” 

Dr. Tuley said that it was impossible 
to produce pure milk from dirty and 
filthy barns and explained the analysis 
that Is made of milk. The milk Is 
mixed with a culture medium, he said, 
and poured into plates. These plates 
are allowed to stand for twelve or four¬ 
teen hours, when the bacteria begin to 
grow. If the result of this test shows 
that there are no more than 10,000 bac¬ 
teria to a cubic centimeter, then the 
milk Is healthful, otherwise there Is 
something wrong with the handling 
of it. 

• • • 

Some Milk Illusions. 

Pasteurized and sterilized milk is 
not good for infants, although the 
name gives security to many consum¬ 
ers," he said. "The names mean boiled 
or steamed and when this process Is 
gone through with the best part of the 
milk has disappeared. Milk must be 
produced in the proper way before it 
can be fed to infants with safety. The 
cows must be healthy and fed properly 
and stabled with plenty of light and 
air space, curried, udders washed be¬ 
fore milking, utensils must be steril¬ 
ized, the milk must be put through an 
aerator and cooled, bottled and shipped 
with Ice to keep It cool until it is de 
llvered. By cooling milk the germs are 
kept from multiplying. 

"There are but three dairies* In Louis 
ville at present that deliver milk to the 
consumer In the way I describe," he 
said. "Most bottled milk Is bottled In 
the wagons on the streets and then de¬ 
livered. If citizens would take an in¬ 
terest In milk and If the dairymen 
would put the energies that they ex 
pend trying to keep swill dairies clean, 
to pure milk. I don’t think there would 
be any more unhealthy milk.’’

ELIMINATION OF AMMONIA 
FROM ICE TO BE DISCUSSED. 


Joint Committee of Lower Board cf 
Council Asks Dr. Robins To An¬ 
alyze Crystal Product 


The Joint Committee on Health and Re¬ 
vision of the lower board of the General 
Council, of which Dr. T. J. Yager Is 
chairman, will meet at noon to-day for 
the purpose of further considering the 
question of eliminating ammonia, from Ice 
manufactured and sold in the city. An 
ordinance wax Introduced some time ago 
providing that the process which left 
traces or ammonia In Ice be eliminated by 
ice manufacturers who sold their product 
on the local market. 

A meeting of the Joint committee was 
held several weeks ago and the Ice men 
heard In regard to the matter. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Ice companies were pres¬ 
ent at the meeting and said that there 
wa* no possible way by which ammonia 
could get Into the Ice unless by a leak 
in a pipe They also said that the process 
of making Ice without using ammonia 
would put more disagreeable gases Into 
the product. 

In view of this fact the Joint committee 
Instructed Dr. Vernon Robins. City Chem¬ 
ist, to take a cake of Ice in which Is sup¬ 
posed to be traces of ammonia and ex¬ 
amine It. He will make hls report at the 
meeting of the committee to-day. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the different Ice companies
